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PEACE TREATY I$ READY 


Articles Will Be Submitted to the 
Joint Commission To-day. 


OLD AGREEMENTS’ REVIVED 


Re-establishment of Commercial and 
General Relations Will Be the Sub- 
ject of Friendly Negotiation. 


PARIS, Nov. 29.—As the result of the 
work of Mr. Moore and Sefior Ojeda, secre- 
taries of the American and Spanish Peace 
Commissions, the draft of the articles em- 
bodying the protocol agreements was com- 
pleted this evening. It will be presented to 
the two commissions to-morrow—in the 
morning at their separate sessions, and in 
the afternoon at the joint session, when it 
will receive final consideration. There will 
be little delay on those articles. 

Mr. Moore will also submit to-morrow to 
the United States Commissioners the sub- 
jects to be presented to the Spaniards for 
negotiations. These, for convenience and 
greater dispatch, are being drafted into the 
form of articles. 

The release of the insurgent prisoners 
held by Spain will go into the protocol 
agreements, it having been already agreed 
that Spain is to release them upon the 
United States undertaking to secure the re- 
lease of Spanish prisoners in the hands of 
Aguinaldo. This question is so intimately 
related to the peace treaty that it has been 
removed from the subjects that are matters 
of negotiation, and has been embodied in 
the articles containing the protocol agree- 
ments. 

The matters for negotiation comprise the 
religious freedom of the Caroline Islands, a 
naval station for the United States in the 
same group, cable-landing rights at other 
points within Spain’s jurisdiction, and the 
revival of the treaties broxen by the war. 

Thus, the commercial and general treaty 
of 1795 will be revived, to be recast later; 
the treaty of 1834, for the settlement of cer- 
tain claims, will be revived; the treaty of 
1877, providing for extradition, will be re- 
vived; the trade-mark treaty of 1882 will be 
revived, and the supplemental extradition 
treaty of 1882 will be revived, in addition to 
several modus vivendi agreements. 

On all points outside of the protocol there 


will be friendly negotiation only, Spain hav- 
ing the right to name the prices she wants 
for her territory and to reject or accept the 
American offers. 

The Spaniards no less than the Americans 
are now anxious to conclude the business 
which brought them here. 


SAGASTA SORRY, BUT RESIGNED 


MADRID, Nov. 29.—Sefior Sagasta showed 
much emotion on learning that the Spanish 
Commissioners in Paris had formally agreed 
to sign the treaty of peace on the Ameri- 
can conditions, but he assured his friends 
that he was convinced he had adopted the 
best course in the interests of the country 
and the monarchy, adding that the news 
had lifted a great weight from the minds of 
the people. 

Sefior Sagasta asserts that if the United 
States insists upon Spain paying the Cuban 
and Philippine debts, she will honor her 
s ature to the extent of her resources, and 
tHat the Government will not refuse to ac- 
cept the burden. 


WHAT THE PARIS PAPERS SAY. 


PARIS, Nov. 29.—The newspapers to-day 
comment at length upon the situation resuit- 
ing from the acceptance by Spain of the 
American peace terms. 

The Soleil observes: \ 

“Probably the greatest difficulty the 
United Sates has before her will be the 
strong differenees of opinion in the Senate 
and House on the question of territorial 
expansion.”’ 

The Petit Bleu says: 

“All the friends ot Spain will congratu- 
late her on having put an end to these pain- 
ful negotiations and finished this sad 
chapter in her history. Those of the United 
States can, on the other hand, -egret, per- 
haps, that they should not have shown 
themselves more generous in victory, and 
that they should have too easily forgotten 
the disinterested and exclusively philan- 
thropic motives in the name of which they 
undertook the war. They cannot see, either, 
without some disappointment the sudden 
and complete breaking down of the prin- 
ciples that have made the greatness and 
prosperity of their Republic, and they anx- 
iously ask themselves what influence the 
policy of conquest will have upon their 
destinies and upon the world. The Monroe 
Doctrine is now out of date. The American 
Republic, conquering and colonizing, no 
longer has the right to close to Europe 
the new continent, since she herself has 
stepped out of it” 

The Intransigeant alludes to the possible 
objection of Great Britair and Germany to 
the cession of the Sulu islands on the 
ground that the treaty of 1877 stipulated 
that this group does not properly belong 
to the Philippines, and remarks: 

“However that may be, the presence in 
the camp of international policy of the 
United States as a colonial power of im- 
portance is a serious event, and one that 
may have unforeseen consequences,” 

The Temps says: 

“From the outset the Americans have 
negotiated on the principle of take it or 
leave it and have covered their claims by 
a sort of sanctity. If the triumph, to cail 
it so, is complete, may it not contain grave 
elements of danger and anxiety to the 
Americans? The transatlantic democracy 
has become imperialistic, and the Republic 
founded on federalism and autonomy has 
become a conquering one. From an inter- 
national point of view this means a re- 
pudiation of the Monroe Doctrine and the 
entrance of America into the conflicts and 
intrigues oi the great powers—and her 
harshness to Spain is the cause of much 
anxiety as to her relations with other 
powers.”" 

The Temps .ilso expresses the opinion that 
Spain has purchased peace with the United 
States at the expense of internal turmoil. 

The Journal des Débats says: 

“The Americans, having started out to 
liberate Cuba, have ended with pocketing 
what remained of Spain’s colonies. This 
moral evolution of the Americans is edify- 
ing, as a good example of the manner in 
which one can, almost in good faith, arrive 
at the formulation of the most outrageous 
demands by a confusion of ambition and 
duty at once, by considering an interest to 
be a divine right. Now that America has 
entered the arena of international politics 
she may have some lively surprises in 
store, even for those who have been so 
ready to offer their friendship.”’ 


BITTER FEELING IN BERLIN. 


BERLIN, Nov. 29.—The Cologne Gazette 
says: 

“International envy has prevented Eu- 
rope from opposing the excessive demands 
of the United States upon Spain. Although 
they might have profited richly by the situ- 
ation, the powers feared to make a bitter 
enemy of America, with the consequent 
closing of her markets, if they opposed the 
annexation of the Philippines.” nee: 

Other German papers argue that the 
United States would never have dared to 
impose such conditions had it not been for 
England’s support. 

This conviction of an Anglo-American 
agreement, giving the two powers the vir- 
tual control of the Far Eastern question, 
intensifies the bitterness felt here. 

It is believed that Great Britain will get 
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Chusan as compensation, and both England 
and America are suspected of having some 
disagreeable surprise in store. ; 


CARLISM SPREADING IN SPAIN, 
— 


Pretender’s Partisans Said to be Open- 
ly Offering Commissions for Offi- 
cers and Good Pay for Soldiers. 


LONDON, Nov. 30.—The Madrid corres- 
pondent of The Standard, telegraphing Mon- 
day by way of the Spanish frontier, says: 

“The Government, apprehensive as *o the 
effects of signing the peace treaty, has 
ordered the military and civil authorities 
to maintain the greatest vigilance over ftele- 
grams and telephones. A strict censorship 
of newspapers is continued throughout the 
country, and special severity is shown with 
respect to articles alluding to the peace 
negotiations. 

“Unfavorable information has been re- 
ceived, even from official sources, concern- 
ing the Carlists’ propaganda and prepara- 
tions, which are decidedly assuming serious 
proportions, 

“El Epoca says that Carlism is spreading 
not only in Biscay, but in Guipuzcoa, a 
Basque province, bordering on France, and 
in places hitherto tranquil. The Bilbao pa- 
pers report official precautions there, owing 
to the smuggling of muskets. 

“Other papers assert that the Carlists are 
openly offering in Madrid and elsewhere 
commissions for officers and daily pay at 
8 pesetas for volunteers. There is much 
anxiety in financial and political circles lest 
the Carlists seize the opportunity which is 
presented by the profound disa intment 
of the country at the loss of the Philippines, 
after the Government had unwisely led the 
nation to believe the archipelago would be 
retained. 

“The Carlists do not conceal their inten- 
tion to issue a manifesto, though the Gov- 
ernment has issued orders for the severe 
repression of any disturbance. Many noted 
civil and military Carlist leaders have been 
abroad for some timc, and there is no doubt 
the Carlists have collected funds in Spain 
if not abroad. I am assured, however, tha 
their propagande in the army has been un- 
successful, even among the discontented re- 
eet soldiers, who were expected to 

ecome willing recruits.” 


MADRID, Nov. 29.—The Heraldo to-day 
publishes a dispatch which says: ‘“‘ Don 
Carlos wil] not publish a manifesto until 
the ratification of the goons treaty by the 
Chambers.”” The Heraldo expresses the be- 
lief that the Spanish Government does not 
know the whereabouts of Don Jaime, the 
son of Don Carlos, 


CHICAGO’S NEW RAILROAD. 


Loan Necessary to Complete the 
Structure May Be Obtained To-day. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 29.—There is reason to 
believe that a deal for the loan of $4,500,000, 
necessary to complete the construction of 
the Northwestern Elevated Railroad, will be 
closed within a day or two. Possibly to- 
morrow the negotiations will come to a suc- 
cessful ending. Several conferences between 
the parties to the negotiations have been

CHICAGO, Nov. 29.—A distinguished vet- 
eran of the Spanish-American war was 
scheduled to arrive in Chicago within the 
next few days, to be the naval hero of the 
Cat Show, which is to open at the First 


Regiment Armory Dec. 7. The cat is the 
famous Senor Cristobal, rescued from the 
ill-fated Cristobal Colon, which was riddled 
by the guns of Sampson’s fleet. After the 
terrible battle the sailors of the triumphant 
Oregon rescued the faithful creature and 
presented it to Capt. Clark. 

The Sefior has been at St. Joseph, Mich., 
for the last few months with Capt. Lloyd 
Clark, a brother of the valiant Commander 
of the Oregon, and it is from this Michigan 
home that the cat is to be shipped to Chi- 
cago, to shine at the coming exhibition. 


WISCONSIN FAST IN THE MUD. 


Accident Attending Launching of the 
New Battleship. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 29.—The battle- 
ship Wisconsin is stuck fast in the mud of 
the bay off the Union Iron Works. The 
channel in which the Wisconsin took her 
first dip had been well dredged. Across this 
the vessel shot and went into the mud flats 
beyond. It was impossible for tugs to 


reach her, so the iron works men attached 
a new ten-inch hawser to the hull and by 
means of the machinery at the yard sought 
to pull her from her sticky bed. Tremen- 
dous powe~ was applied, but the rope 
snapped. 

The com y has now decided to use 
dredges and construct a channel around the 
Wisconsin and out to deep water. The ves- 
sel can then be floated easily. 


FIERCE BATTLE WITH ROBBERS. 


Futile Attempt to Loot the Railroad 
Station at Grand Rapids, Mich. 
GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Nov. 29.—Isaac 
Schultes, Grand Rapids and Indiana sta- 
tion agent at Martin, and his assistant, 
Marshall Wickes, had a battle with robbers 
in the station to-day. Wickes and’ one 

of the burglars were wounded. 

The robbers had blown open the station 
safe. A burglar alarm ran from the sta- 
tion to Schultes’s house, and when the 
robbers began work Schultes and Wickes 


appeared, armed with rifles, and ordered the 
bandits to throw up their hands. Instead 
they opened fire, and ua fusillade of shots 
was exchanged. Wickes fell, badly wound- 
ed, but will recover. One of the robbers 
was shot in the leg, but both escaped. 

The unwounded man stole a horse from 
a farmer’s barn and rode toward Grand 
Rapids. When his horse became exhausted 
he stole another. Both the robbers were 
easily captured later, one of them at Gunn 
Lake, the other at Wayland. Both were 
tracked through the @snow by posses of 
citizens. 


GOLD ON SAN JUAN HILL. 


Some of Roosevelt’s Rough Riders 
Will Seek the Precious Metal There. 


WICHITA, Kan., Nov. 29.—Dr. J. W. 
Langford of Arizona and twelve of Roose- 
velt’s Rough Riders have gone to San Juan 
Hill, Cuba, to prospect for gold. In an in- 
terview here Dr. Langford said: 

“ Because of its pleasant climate I believe 
Cuba to be a better gold field than the 
Klondike. I think Cuba is one of the best 
prospecting countries in the world. I pros- 


ected in Alaska unsunceastully. I expect to 
ocate a claim on San Juan Hill that a com- 
pany will be able to work at a large profit. 
‘“‘T am sure there is gold in paying quan- 
tities in the quartz rocks of the hill. Cuba 
in itself is a virgin country. It has the 
deepest and finest soil that I ever saw. The 
highest priced iron worked to-day comes 


from Cuba.”

CAN GET DREYFUS PAPERS. 


Premier Dupuy Tells the French Senate 
that the Court of Cassation’s 
Powers Are Unlimited. 


PARIS, Nov. 29.—In the Senate this after- 
noon, in reply to a request that he would 
“clarify’’ his speech made yesterday in 
the Chamber of Deputies in answer to the 
interpellations relative to the Picquart 
court-martial and the Dreyfus affair, M. 
Dupuy, the Premier, said: 

“The speech was clear enough. The pow- 
ers of the Court of Cassation are unlimited, 
and all necessary documents will be com- 
municated to the court. The best way of 
restoring peace is to leave matters in the 
hands of the judiciary.”’ 

The Senate then adjourned. 

The threatened interpellations in the Sen- 
ate and the recently displayed enthusiasm 
of Senators on Col. Picquart’s behalf have 
fizzed out; first, because it was foreseen that 
all this would have the same result as the 
debate in the Chamber, and, second, be- 
cause it is regarded as certain that some 
means will be found to delay the Picquart 
court-martial until the Court of Cassation 
has given a decision in the Dreyfus case. 

M. Jaures, the Socialist Deputy, still in- 
sists that M. Dupuy told him Capt. Lebrun- 
Renault swore that Dreyfus never made the 
alleged confession, and he defies the Pre- 
mier to dispute this. 

The Figaro to-day publishes an interview 
with M. Dupuy, during the course of which 
he is quoted as saying: 

“For twenty-eight years we have lived 
under a contradiction. The army and the 
democracy subsist side by side. The main- 
tenance of the traditions of the army is a 
menace to liberty, yet they assure the 
safety of the country and its most sacred 
duties. In spite of everything I am confi- 
dent that the vitality of the country will 
triumph over the present storm, as it has 
in all the crises it has undergone.”’ 

Gen. Mercier, who was Minister for War 
at the time Dreyfus was convicted, was 
banqueted this evening at La Mans on oc- 
casion of his retirement from the army on 


half pay. 

In the course of a speech he warmly de- 
fended the French Army against attacks 
made upon it, and said: 

“Tf in the near future it becomes neces- 
sary to apply to us, those who insult us to- 
day will be only too glad to find that we 
resisted and survived their work of blind 
and impudent destruction.”’ 


Offers to Esterhazy to Lecture Here ? 


PARIS, Nov. 29.—A dispatch from Brus- 
gels to the Journal reaffirms the report that 
Major Count Esterhazy has sailed for 
America. This dispatch asserts that he em- 
barked at Rotterdam. It is rumored here 
that he has received offers for a lecturing 
tour in the United States. 


MRS. MARGARET CODY IN COURT 


Trial of the Woman Accused of Try- 
ing to Blackmail the Gould Fam- 
ily Begins in Albany. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 29.—Mrs. Margaret 
Cedy’s trial on the indictments for black- 
mail was begun in the Albany County Court 
before Judge Clifford D. Gregory to-day. 

Mrs. Cody has been in the county jail 
since May. It is alleged in the indictment 
that she wrote letters to Miss Hele. and 
George Gould on Feb. 11 and March 9, 1896, 
respectively, asking them to call on her, 
and promising them that she would give 
them valuable information to enable them 
to effect a compromise or discontinuance of 
the action then pending against the heirs 


of the late Jay Gould, to establish the dow- 
er rights of Mrs. Angell to the estate, on 
the ground that she was the first wife of 
Jay Gould. 

Miss Helen Gould, with her aunt, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Palm, was present at the trial to- 
day, and Miss Gould was represented by De 
Lancey Nicoll, John D. Lindsay, and D. D. 
Duncan of New York City. Mrs. Cody’s 
prosecution was conducted by District At- 
torney Cook, and she was defended by Pat- 
rick J. Dugan of the firm of Vandersee & 
Dugan, of this city. 

A jury was secured at 1 o’clock, and short- 
ly before that hour George Gould arrived at 
the courtroom. When the jury had been 
impaneled he was placed upon the stand as 
the first witness and identified two letters 
from Mrs. Cody which were received by him 
in February, 1896, and September, . 1895. 
These letters suggested that Mrs. Cody had 
means for discontinuing the case of Mrs. 
Angell against the Gould heirs. By Mr. 
Dugan for the defense he was asked if he 
had ever had any personal intercourse with 
Mrs. Cody. He replied in the negative. This 
concluded his examination. 

The rest of the day was devoted to the 
identification by witnesses of papers and 
letters which were used in Mrs. Angell’s 


case. None of them was read, but they will 
be used later in the trial as evidence. 


THE WEATHER.

Since Monday night, a storm has developed 
off the South Atlantic Coast and moved thence 
northward to the New Jersey Coast, with very 
low barometric pressure. This storm has not-as 
yet been attended by high winds, although it is 
probable that in its further advance northward 
it will cause increased, and, perhaps, high winds 
along the New York and New England Coasts. 
Winds of this character, with snow which is 
indicated for those districts, will be dangerous 
to shipping, and warnings to this effect have 
been telegraphed to the Middle Atlantic and 
New England ports. A second storm has moved 
from Manitoba to Lake Superior during the last 
twenty-four hours, and it is thought that this 
storm will unite with the Atlantic Coast dis- 
turbance over New England to-day. 

Rain has fallen generally in the Atlantic Coast 
States south of New York, and snow in the 
regions and States of the Upper Ohio Valley. 
Snow is also reported in the Middle and Northern 
Rocky Mountain districts, and rain is reported 
in the Pacific Coast States from Central Cali- 
fornia northward. No very marked temperature 
changes have occurred. 

Snow or rain, with high northerly winds, is 
indicated for Eastern New York and New Eng- 
land. In the Middle Atlantic States snow or 
rain will be followed by clearing weather. In 
the Southern States, the central valleys, and the 
lake regions fair weather will prevail. In the 
States of the Middle and Northern Rocky Mount- 
ain regions snow is likely to occur. 

Storm signals are displayed along the Atlantic 
Coast from the Delaware Breakwater to Eastport, 
and information signals from Baltimore to Jack- 
onville.

118 LWES LOST 


Steamer from Boston Wrecked 
Sunday Off Cape Cod.

WENT DOWN IN THE STORM 


Thirty-four Bodies of Passengers So 
Far Recovered. 


News Taken to Boston by a Special 
Courier, Telegraphic Communi- 
cation Being Impossible. 


BOSTON, Masgs., Nov. 29.—The steamer 
Portland, bound from Boston to Portland, 
went down off Truro, on the outside of Cape 
Cod, Sunday morning. Every man, woman, 
and child on board at the time of the disas- 
ter was drowned, in all 118.

NONE LIVES TO TELL. 


The Portland left Boston on Saturday 
evening and was ‘ast seen afloat by a fish- 
erman in the vicinity of Thacher’s Island 
several hours later. Nobody knows what 


happened in the awful hours on the angry 
sea which followed, and the lips that might 
tell the tale are sealed in death. 

The surmise is that with the wind blowing 
a gale at the rate of seventy miles an hour, 
a rate which has never been equaled except 
once before in the written history of weath- 
er along this coast, with the waves running 
to mighty heights, the steamer became dis- 
abled and was swept by the raging seas 
across the entrance to Massachusetts Bay 
and down upon the graveyard of Cape Cod. 
The Portland, with its side paddlewheels and 
large exposure of hull, must have been 
smashed by the seas and rolled by the mad 
waves, and at last foundered in the height 
of the gale Sunday morning. 

The news of the disaster is meagre be- 
cause of blockaded railroads and fallen tele- 
graph wires. The only additional facts 
brought from Cape Cod by a courier, who 
was thirty-two hours making the journey, 
is that vast quantities of wreckage of the 
Portland and thirty-four bodies have been 
cast upon the beach at Truro. 

The first discovery of the disaster was 
made by Surfman Bowley of the High Head 
Life Saving Station, who found on the 
beach the body of a negro encircled by a 
life belt of the steamer Portland. Soon 
after bodies were washed ashore and re- 
covered by the life-saving crews of the 
three stations in the vicinity. Not a glimpse 
of the steamer was obtained by the life 
savers. The destruction of the vessel was 
complete, as hundreds of barrels, boxes, 
and other articles of freight attest. From 
just east of the Peaked Hill Bar Station 
to the High Head Station, three miles east- 
ward, the shore is heaped with débris. 

The office of the steamship company was 
besieged with excited and tearful inquirers 
for news to-day but the officials had no 
information, and the tugs dispatched to the 
scene had not returned to-night. 

The Portland carried a miscellaneous 
cargo of 100 tons of merchandise. 

The vessel was built in Bath in 1890, and 
was a side-wheel steamer of 1,517 tons net 
burden. Her length is 230 feet, beam 42, 
depth 15 feet. She was valued at $250,000, 
and ig fully insured. 


WRECKAGE 15 MILES SOUTH. 


Dr. Maurice Richardson of Beacon Street, 
this city, has been at his Summer home at 
Wellfleet during the storm, and his story 
corroborates the early accounts of the loss 
of the Portland, for he saw two of the 


bodies washed ashore and on them were life 

reservers marked with the vessel’s name. 
Dr. Richardson was on the first train from 
Cape Cod which arrived in this city late 
to-night. To take the train he was obliged 
to ride fifteen miles. 

“TI saw two of the bodies picked up,” 
said Dr. Richardson. ‘One was probably 
that of a deckhand, a man of about twenty. 
He had on a life preserver marked ‘ Port- 
land.’ The other body was that of a stout 
woman. She, too, wore a life belt with the 
steamer’s name on it. Wreckage is coming 
ashore for fifteen miles along the coast. I 
picked up three piano keys and a piano 
cage ashore, but, of course. I do not know 
that they were from the Portland. Among 
the wreckage was a large quantity of fur- 
niture upholstered in réd plush. Then there 
were cases of lard directed to Portland. 

‘I was fifteen miles south of High Head. 
There is motng in the fact that wreckage 
was found so far south to contradict the 
report that it was at High Head that the 
Portland struck, for the current runs south 
along the shore.”’ 

Dr. Richardson said he had heard one the- 
ory advanced that the Portland had foun- 
dered far to the north, somewhere near 
Cape Ann, and that all the wreckage and 
bodies had drifted across the bay to Cape 
Cod. He said that at Orleans the body of 
a girl of about twenty was found. She had 
a gold watch and a ring marked “J. G. E.”’ 
Her watch stopped at 9:17. The double 
wheel of the Portland camie ashore at Or- 


leans. 


The insurance upon the hull of the Port- 
land was placed in Boston, partly in the 
Boston Marine Insurance Company and 


partly through the Boston office of Johnson 
& Higgins. It was valued at about $200,000. 
The insurance upon the cargo of the steam- 
er, which consisted of dry goods, boots 
and shoes, flour, &c., was placed in New 
York and amounted to $45,000.

Boston Saturday night, when the storm was 
threatening and there was every appear- 
ance of a dangerous gale near at hand. The 
Bay State did not leave Portland that night. 

Mr. Liscomb, manager of the steamship 
company, said this morning that Saturday 
forenoon he ordered the Boston agent, Mr. 
Williams, to tell Capt. Blanchard not to 
sail on time, but to stay at his dock until 
9 o’clock at least, when he could consult 
the weather reports and decide whether he 
ought to go or not. The next day, when 
Mr, Liscomb found the steamer had sailed, 


he asked Mr. Williams if he had given his 
order to Capt. Blanchard, and Mr. Williams 
replied that he had. 

** What did the Captain say?’ asked Mr. 
Liscomb. 

‘*He said he would go at 7 o'clock,” was 
Mr. Williams’s reply. 

It is probable that Capt. Blanchard would 
have been severely reprimanded if he had 
not lost his place; even if he had been able 
to come through all right, as he had left 
in the face of explicit directions to the con- 
trary. It is considered probable that he 
thought the storm was not likely to strike 
as soon ag it did by several hours. 


Holiday Ended in Death. 


WORCESTER, Mass., Nov. 29.—William 
L, Chase, who with his son Philip was a 
passenger on the Portland, was in the 
chief draughtsman’s department in the 
Crompton-Knowles Loom Works. He came 
here from Athol, and was graduated from 
the Worcester Polytechnic Institute in 1877. 
He had for years been Secretary of the 
Alumni Association. He was about forty- 


three years old, and leaves a wife and 
daughter, Cora, eight years old. He start- 
ed for Boston Saturday, intending to visit 
the Mechanics’ Fair, and then to take a 
trip to Portland, where his father and 
mother reside. 


More Disasters Near Highland Light. 


HIGHLAND LIGHT, Mass., Nov. 29.— 
A large -tthree-masted schooner, name un- 
known, is ashore on Peaked Hill bars. Only 
meagre reports can be obtained from the 
wreck, but it is learned that two sailors 


and one passenger were lost. The Captain 
and two seamen were saved. The schooner 
will be a total wreck. A two-masted schoon- 
er, supposed to be the Philament of Prov- 
irncetown, was picked up by the steamer 
Longfellow. The schooner was dismantled 
and the fate of the crew is unknown. 


Two Bodies at Provincetown. 


PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Nov., 29.—Un- 
dertaker Taylor of this place has brought 
here from Highland Light two bodies, prob- 
ably from the steamer Portland. One was 
that of a well-dressed man, in black suit 
and overcoat, white shirt with gold stud, 


opal in the centre; light-blue necktie, tan 
shoes, size 714; light hair and mustache. A 
trunk key and a stateroom key, No. 75: 
gold watch, gold ring, $3 in money, two 
handkerchiefs, one marked ‘ W.” in cor- 
ner, were found about his person. The man 
was about 5 feet 9 inches in height; weight 
about 150 pounds. The other body was that 
of a woman, found with only shoes and 
stockings on; age, about forty years. 
weight. about 175 pounds; light hair; about 
5 feet 9 inches in height. 


WRECK OF THE D. K. BAKER. 


Captain and Crew ‘Tell a Thrilling 
Story of Their Rescue from 
the Vessel. 


Capt. S. S. Hewitt and the crew of seven 
men who were rescued by the steamer 
Falka from the schooner D. K. Baker were 
landed in this city yesterday afternoon. 
They told a thrilling story of the storm and 
of their rescue. The three-masted schooner 
D. K. Baker, which is chiefly owned by S. 
8. Brewster, sailed from Charleston, S. C., 
on Saturday, Nov. 19, with a cargo of fine 
lumber, consigned to T. F. Booth & Co., 18 
Broadway. The Baker had pleasant weather 
until off the New Jersey coast, and then 
the trouble hegan. 

At 5 P. M. last Saturday the wind in- 
creased in force and Capt. Hewitt ord2ved 
the topsails taken in. Snow began to fall 
and things had a dirty look, and as it lew 
harder, Capt. Hewitt tacked ship and stood 
off shore, and then, taking in all nis lower 
sails, hove to under a double reefed main- 
sail and spanker. 

The wind continued to increase in force, 
and lashed the water into a perfect fury. 
The schooner rolled in the waves and 
dished the water up at every roll. This 
lasted for some time, and then the strain 
told on the vessel, her seams opened, and 
the water rushed into her hold and cabin. 
The men could do nothing but cling to the 
vessel, and so keep from being washed over- 
board. When dawn came the schooner pre- 
sented a pitiable sight. The men were all 
drenched with the water and shivering with 
the cold, and their ship was waterlogged. 


‘They tried to get the deckload off, but could 


not, and all the men could do was to cling 
on for dear life and wait for the storm to 
abate. 

At 11 o’clnck the Baker was thrown on 
her beam ends to starboard, and she lay 


with her masts in the water for thirty 
minutes. When the men had almost given 
up, the deck load broke away, and some of 
it, slammine around, hit the mate, injuring 
his left leg. The mizzenmast was carried 
away, and then, much to every one’s sur- 
prise, the schooner began to right. The 
deck load, as it got clear of the vessel, car- 
ried away part of the house and all mova- 
ble things on the deck with it. 

When the Baker righted, the men scram- 
bled on deck again and remained there 
for twenty-eight hours. The water cask 
had been washed overboard and all the 
food had eone except two cans of pre- 
served pumpkin, which one of the men 
found floating in the water in the cabin. 
These cans were opened and the contents 
eagerly eaten. 

The maintopsail meantime got ‘oose and 
fluttered from the masthead and acted as a 
signal of distress, which attracted the at- 
tention of those on the steamer Falka, from 
Philadelphia bound for Limerick. This was 
at 5:50 o’clock on Monday afternoon. The 
steamer ran down to the Baker, and get- 
ting to windward of the wreck dropped a 
boat. The boat was rowed under th: ster 
of the waterlogged schooner and the men, 
jumping in, were soon on board tre steam- 
er, where they received every possible at- 
tention. It was 120 miles southeast of 
Sandy Hook that the Baker was aban‘oned. 
The Falka spoke the pilot boat Hermann 
Oelrichs, and the rescued sailors were trans- 
ferred to that vessel. Later on they were 
put on board the tug Scandinavian aad 
brought to the city. 

The D. K. Baker was built at Port Jeffer- 
son in 18858. 


VESSEL WRECKED OFF HALIFAX. 


Name of Craft Unknown—Alli on Boar. 
Have Perished, 


HALIFAX, N. &S., Nov. 29.—An unknown 
vessel is ashore at Herring Cove, at the en- 
trance to this harbor. 

The vessel is four masted and fore-and-aft 
rigged, but her name cannot be ascertained. 
All on board have perished. One body has 
washed ashore. 


TROOPS FOR THE PHILIPPINES. 


Rumor in San Francisco that 5,000 
Men Are to be Sent Out. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 29.—A rumor is 
current at army headquarters that between 
now and Jan. 1 5,000 soldiers will be con- 
centrated here to be embarked for the Phil- 
ippines. 

It is said that the Third, Fourth, Fifth, 
Seventh, Thirteenth, and Twentieth Infant- 
ry will be assigned to duty on the islands, 
and that some of the volunteers stationed 
there will be returned to this country for 
mustering out.

THE STORM IN THE EAST 


Calamities Unprecedented in the 
History of New England. 


CAPE COD’S STORY OF DEATH 


Wreckage Ground So Fine that Ves- 
sels’ Names Cannot Be Learned— 
Destruction on All Sides. 


BOSTON, Nov. 29.—Further reports of the 
disasters attributed to the great storm of 
Saturday and Sunday swell the list of 
calamities to an extent never before equaled 
in the histo-vy of New England, 

It is from Cape Cod that the most terrt- 
ble accounts of ruin and death are coming, 
and of these the loss of the steamer Port- 
land, a side-wheeler plying between Boston 
and Portland, with all on board—nearly 100 
souls—overshadows all. The treacherous 
bars and rips on the outside of Cape Cod 
have claimed victims without. number. 
Miles and miles of coastline are piled high 
with wreckage, most of which is ground 
so fine by the waves that identification of 
hapless craft is impossible. 

Ag the fury of the wind was as great on 
the bleak sandhills which make up the cape, 
it will be many hours before all places are 
heard from. Wires there are none, and 
railroads cannot break out the snowdrifts, 
and this feature is distressing, as much gsuf- 
fering from cold and hunger must ensue 
among the poorer people in the near-by 
hamlets. To-night the only means of reach- 
ing Cape Cod is by steamer across Magssa- 
chusetts Bay a very disagreeable voyage, 
as the sea is yet boisterous. Word from 
Provincetown, however, tells of nearly thir- 
ty total wrecks, with the number of lives 
lost unknown. 

Matters are improving slightly along Vine- 
yard Sound, so far as means of communi- 
cation are concerned. The best summing up 
of the disasters im that section is told by 
Capt. Hard, Jr., of the revenue cutter Dex- 
ter, who has cruised along shore all day. 
He says the sight in Vineyard Haven is 
one of desolation. Hulls are piled up on 
shore, and those vessels which are efloat 
seem mere shells. The Dexter reports pos- 
sible additions to the wreck list in two 
schooners sunk off Menemsha Bight and 
two big ones sunk abreast of Presque Isle. 
The fate of these crews is unknown. 

There are three wrecking steamers around 
the Fairfax, ashore on Sow and Pigs Reef. 

Storm stories from all parts of New Eng- 
lang still come in, but those from inland 
towns are insignificant as compared with 
those from seaports. The financial loss in 
the various branches of business is simply 
beyond computation at this time, and at- 
tempts to reach conclusions on the present 
seemingly meagre returns are fruitless. 

The pilot boat Varuna No. 6, which it was 
feared had met with disaster during the 
blizzard, was reported safe by Capt. Peter- 
son, one of the pilots who. brought the Brit- 
yen sranuee Philadelphian to her berth here 
to-day. 


VINEYARD HAVEN LIST GROWS. 


Three More Deaths and Many Addi 
tional Wrecks Reported. 


VINEYARD HAVEN, Mass., Nov. 29.— 
With the subsidence of the sea which fol- 
lowed Sunday’s storm, additional disasters 
become known, as well as the fiact that 
three more lives have been lost. Capt. Nor- 
wood of the schooner Addie Sawyer, which 
was bound from Calais for New York with 
a cargo of lumber, and which was wrecked 
on the north side of the island, the Sawyer’s 


cook, named Ansevoy, and a seaman, Lean. 
der Ashley, were drowned.

DIED LASHED TO A MAST. 


Cape Cod Wreck’s Captain Sought His 
Crew’s Safety Before Securing 
His Father’s Corpse. 


PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Nov. 29.—After 
nearly sixty hours of complete isolation on 
account of the terrible storm of Saturday 
night and Sunday, news of the situation at 
this town is sent to the outside world by 
the only method of communication possible 
at present, one of the Gloucester Fish Com- 
pany’s steamers. 

Twenty-seven vessels were driven ashore 
and totally wrecked. From the majority of 
these the crews were saved, although sev~ 
eral lives were lost. Four or five of the 
wrecks were coasters, and the rest were 
fishermen. During the storm shipping was 
destroyed, the beach was strewn with 
wreckage, streets were flooded, and wharves 
drifted out to sea. Four ice houses and a 
lobster hatchery, situated at Beach Point, 
were destroyed. 

The list of casualties includes the schoon- 
ers Daniel Boone, Mary Cabral, and Isaac 
Collins; the steamer A. B. Nickerson of 
Provincetown, the schooners Clara Say- 
ward of Gloucester, Sylvester Whalen of 
Boston, and the F P. Foster and the F. H, 
Smith, both of Provincetown. The fishing 
schooner Unique, Capt. Cooney, Boston, and 
the fragments of the schooner R. Walker 
of Gloucester, and the coaster Addie E. 
Snow of Rockland, Me,. drifted ashore at 


Race Point this afternoon. Flour, pork, 
lard, and whisky barrels have been drifting 
ashore along the beach between Race Point 
and Highland Life Saving Station to-day. 

The Wood Island life savers made several 
gallant efforts yesterday to reach the 
schooner Jordan L. Mott bound from New 
York to Rockland with coal, and finally 
succeeded. The Mott put in here on the 
26th for a harbor, and sank early in the 
same night. The Cantain and crew of five 
men took to the rigging for safety. A ter- 
rible sea and gale prevailed at the time. 
The Captain, Charles E. Dyer, lashed his 
father, Charles G. Dyer, who acted as 
steward, to the mast For eighteen hours 
they were expesed thus, efore assistance 
arrived. When the Wood End crew made 
a successful launch and came within hailing 
distance of the Mott, Capt. Dyer said: 

*“T can hold on; save my crew; my father 
is frozen to death to the mast; do not wait 
to cut his body down, for the crew ifs freez-

‘The saddest wreck so far as known was 
that of the three-master Lester A. Lewis, 
Capt. Kimball, from Elizabethport, N,. J. 
for Bangor with a cargo of phosphate and 
guano. The Lewis came in shortly after 
the Mott, and Capt. Dyer of the latter 
thinks both capsized and sank about the 
same time. The Captain and crew of the 
Lewis could not have had any warning, for 
they all perished together.

BROUGHT. SHIPWRECKED CREW. 


,Steamer Herman Winter Rescued the 
-- Men of the Schooner Emma M. 


... Dyer. OR Cape Cad... - 
From the’ storm-wrecked coast of Massa- 
chusetts Came another. story yesterday of 
shipwreck-and-a-erew. ef-unfortunates. Fhey 
were Capt.-Otto Jansen and fifteen men of 
the Gloucester fishérman Emma M. Dyer, @ 
seventy-five-ton .tworstick. , which 
met her fate off Cape Cod when almost 
home ffom a sticcessful trip fo the Banks. 
They were brought here by -the. steamer 
Herman Winter of the Metropolitan Line, 
plying between Boston and New York. 

The Winter left. Boston on Saturday. and 
struck the storm when it began to play 
havoc in Boston Harbor. After running 
afoul of a schooner, she put back and did 
not attempt'to leave again till’-Monday: She 
was six miles southeast of Cape Cod when 
the Dyer was seen dismasted and wallow- 
ing in the sea, with signals of distress set. 
The Dyer had run into the gale on Satur- 
day, and though she was put under double- 
reefed canvas and hove to, the seas made a 
clean breach of her and strained her seams. 
She was making a brave effort to reach 
harbor at Provincetown when her foremast 
went by the board, and then the Captain 
ordered an anchor dropped. The cable was 


promptly snapped, and then another anchor 
Was got over, but it got afoul of the fore- 
mast wreckage and was floated. By ~let- 
ting out 1,200 feet of cable the anchor was 
finally got down, but it dragged, and the 
schooner was drifting before the wind at 
the rate of four knots an hour when the 
Winter came along. 

Second Mate Herbert Crowell was on the 
bridge of the steamer at the time, and 
seas were dashing over the deck. It did 
not seem possible that the schooner could 
live long in the gale, but she was sig- 
naling for a tow, and the steamer bore 
eround ts windward to her and floated a 
line, which the men on the schooner got, and 
then a five-inch hawser was put out. No 
sooner did the steamer start, however, 
than the hawser parted, and it becarie ap- 
parent that the schooner must be aban- 
doned. 

Though it: was dangerous work to intrust 
@ small boat to the mercy of such a 6ea, 
First Officer Grove and four men put off to 
the rescue. It was a hard tussle with the 
waves, and the schdoner had drifted three 
miles before they reached her. The men 
were nearly exhausted The schooner’s 
crew launched two boats, and four men 
got into each one, the Winter’s boat taking 
off the other eight. 

It was then that the struggle with the 
seas fairly began. Though the Winter had 
followed and lay within a short distance, 
it took nearly an hour’s. pulling to reach 
her. Bach boat as it drew near. was flung 
by the waves against the steamer’s side 
and stove, and all the men were. thrown 
into the water. Every buoyant .object on 
which. the men of the Winter could lay a 
hand was thrown to the men in the. water, 
and lifelines were. dropped.over the side. 
Each man in turr wes thus hauled aboard. 

John Poiroir, a Cape Breton man of the 
schooner’s. crew, .gave a remarkable dis- 
play of heroism. A younger brother of his, 
exheusted, had begun to sink, and John, al- 
though himself almost overpowered, struck 
out bravely and clutched at his. brother. 
The two. sank,. John. carrying.a. ine with 
him,. and, when they came to.the surface it 
was.sean.that he had made the .Jine .fast 
ebout his brother’s body. 

Capt. Jansen said yesterday that before 
abandoning the schooner he poured oil in 
his vessel and set fire to it, that she might 
mot become a menace.to navigation. The 
Dyer was built_at.Beth, Me., in 1883... The 
Fall River Line. gave passes to the Captain 
and his crew and sent.them home as guests 
of the company. 


Martha’s Vineyard Gale Swept. 

EDGARTOWN, Mass., Nov. 29.—Martha’s 
Vineyard has been swept by terrible gales, 
which at times have reached hurricane ve- 
locity, since last Saturday. The engine 
house of the Martha’s Vineyard Railroad 
was destroyed. The sthéoner Valetta of St. 
John, .N..B.,.and a two-masted lumberman, 
which dragged down upon her, are water- 


legzed. and probably total.wrecks. The 
schooner George A. Pierce kedged down 
upon the’ three-masted schooner Cathie C. 
Berry Suntey morning, causing the latter 
to ground on Chappaquiddick.

WRECES ALONG LONG ISLAND. 


Many Vessels Are Reported Sunk or 
Ashore and Many Lives Are Lost. 


Reports of wreck and death continue to 
come from all parts of the Long Island 
shores. Greenport reported the schooner 
Everett, with a, cargo of brick and owned 
by the Long Island Brick Company, as hav- 
ing foundered off Shelter Island Heights. 
The crew had a narrow escape.. 

The schooner Reganet, Capt. Joseph Enos, 
was wrecked off Long Beach Point. The 
crew, after suffering from exposure and 
want of food for thirty-six hours, was 
finally rescued. Three sloops were report- 
ed sunk at Orient. 

The schooner J. N. Ayres, Capt. Ross, of 
Sag Harbor, was sunk near Robins Island. 
One mast shows above water. No trace of 


her crew has been found, and it is thought 
there is little chance of their having es- 
caped, as the position in which she sank is 
exposed, and it is not believed that a small 
boat could have reached shore. 

Word reached Greenport last night that 
the steamboat Niantic was sunk during the 
storm in Fort Pond Bay. Capt. Tuthill and 
the crew were saved. The steamboat is an- 
damaged, and, it is said, can be raised. 

Boats arriving at Greenport report pass- 
ing large amounts of wreckage at different 
points on the Sound. The bodies of three 
men were washed ashore during the day on 
the Sound shore, near Horton’s Island 
Lighthouse. Their identity was not learned. 

Reports from Port Jefferson state that 
several wrecks have been reported. An un- 
known schooner is ashore on Old Field Reef 
with two of her three masts gone. Another 
schooner is ashore on the beach near Miil- 
er’s lace, and is a total wreck. 

The schooner Observer is-ashore in Port 
Jefferson Harbor, and is a total wreck. The 
schooner Olive Leaf, Capt. Smith, was 
wrecked at Darling’s Wharf, and will prove 
a total wreck. Darling’s Wharf was badly 
damaged. 

Three barges were washed ashore five 
miles east of Port Jefferson. They were 
loaded with coal, and sank in the- deep 
water. The fate of the crews is unknown. 
The schooner on Old Field Reef proved to 
be the Red Chance of Salem. She had one 
mast carried away, and her hull was stove 
in and her keelson broken. 

During an examination of the wreck yes- 
terday afternoon the body of Capt. S. F. 
Weeks of Five Islands, Me., was found in 
the hold. It was taken ashore. No trace 
of the rest of the crew was found. 

An unidentified four-masted schooner was 
reported’ ashore near Wading River, on 
Long island, in Long Island Sound. No de- 
tails of the wreck have been ascertained, as 
Wading River has practically been cut off 
from all news centres since Saturday night. 


STEAMER PENTAGOET LOST P 


Bangor Boat of the Manhattan Line 
Not Heard from Yet, 


BANGOR, Me., Nov. 29.—The steamship 
Pentagoet of the Manhattan Line, plying 
between New York and this city, it is 
feared, has foundered at sea or been 


wrecked at some point on Cape Cod, where 
communication has not been re-established. 

The Pentagoet left New York last Thurs- 
day, and was reported to have passed High- 
land Light, on the end of Cape Cod, at 2 
o’clock Saturday afternoon. Since then she 
has not been heard from, and as the gale 
started soon after that time here, she was 
probably caught in it. Agent H. C. Quimby 
of the line says he has not given up all hope 
of hearing from the ship, although_ his 
theory that she was in Provincetown Har- 
bor has been dispelled. 

The Pentagoet has 150 tons of freight, but 
no passengers. She-is commanded by Capt. 
Orin Ingraham, and her crew numbers fif- 
teen men. She was built in Philadelphia 
in 1864. Her length is 128 feet; breadth, 23 
feet; depth, 16 feet; gros tonnage, 332.

Many Vessels ‘Arrive Here After | 


Thrilling Experiences. 
THE COUNTY NEARLY LOST 


: —_— 
She Was Forced to Return to Port 
_ After the Storm—All Incoming 
| Vessels Report Gales.

Incoming steamers yesterday all reported 
heavy gales at sea during the last for 
days, and somé of them had narrow escapes 
from foundering in the yery heavy weather 
that prevailed. The Captains of these ves- 
sels furnished enough information yester- 
day to fill-a good-sized book with thrilling 
stories of adventures on the deep. 

One of the earliest steamers.to arrive here 
was the British tramp steamer County, 
which left this port only last Saturday load- 
ed with grain for London. When she came 
back yesterday morning she had a heavy list 
to starboard, her cargo was damaged, and 
she was almost in a helpless condition. 
After anchoring his vessel near the Statue 
of Liberty, Capt. Tullach went ashore and 
reported to the agents of. the vessel, J. H. 
Winchester & Co., that he had been forced 
to return for a damege survey and neces- 
sary repairs, 


Speaking of the storm Capt. Tullach said 


that it was the fiercest one that he had 
ever experienced. ‘“‘It was clear on Sat- 
urday morning when we went down the 
bay,”’ he said, ‘‘and although the weather 
was threatening I did not think the storm 


would be such a fierce one. In the evening 
when we were off Fire Island the gale and 
snowstorm broke upon us. The only thin 

to do was to heave to. The gale increase 

in fury and the sea ran mountains high. 
The wind was east northeast, and the seas 
were coming from all directions. About 10 
o‘elock the wind increased, and the glass 
fell to 28.88. 

‘The seas: were breaking over the vessel, 
and all movabie articles on deck were 
washed overboard and the rails were brok- 
en. The seas beat in the ventilators, and 
the water began to get below. At 11 o’clock 
it was blowing so hard that I began to fear 
for the safety of the vessel. From that time 
until 5 o’clock in the morning’ it was a 
fight for existence. The water seemed to 
be as much above us as it was below. Two 
boats were carried away, and the starboard 
lifeboat stove. One big wave that ty 
the deck carried the galley away with it. 
Not long after this another wave carried 
the bridge‘ away, and 1 was only kept on 
board by clinging to the railing of the chart 
house. The cabin was already flooded, and 
so much water had frome below that the 
pumps were started. The grain shifted, and 
in a short time the pamps got choked, and 
were rendered useless. y dawn the worst 
of the storm was over, and as the vessel 
had a list of twenty degrees she was head- 
ed for this port.” 

The County is a single screw steamer. It 
was built at Newcastle in 1889, for the Dur- 
ham Steamship Company, Limited, arid is 
registered Al by Lloyds. Capt. Tullach said 
that he understood that he had the honor of 
being the only skipper to put to sea on Sat- 
urday. He would willingly have resigned 
that honor and staid in port if he had 
known what was coming. ‘l'wo of the twen- 
ty-six men comprising the crew were in- 
jured, but only slightly. 

The Irrawaddy, from Trinidad, arrived 
yeaterd#y afternoon. Capt. Legg reported 
that he left Trinidad «n Saturday, Nov. 19, 
and for a week had fine weather. Then he 
ran into a neevy gaie with tremendously 
heavy seas, which lasted forty-eight hours. 
During that time the seas flooded the decks, 
shifted the port lifeboat from the chocks, 
smashed the cabin ventilator, flooded the 
gauin. and caused other damage about the 

eckKs, 

Capt. Langdon of the British steamer 
Corinthia, from Gibraltar and Mediterra- 
nean ports, reported that when eighty miles 
southeast of Sandy Hook Lightship a heavy 
gale of hurricane force from the east-north- 
east set in, driving the vessel to leeward 
about eighty miles. During the gale the 
seas boarded the vessel. smashed a lifeboat 
carried away the water tank, bridge, and 
rails, knocked over the compass, and caused

Pollock Rip Lightship is adrift. She 
broke from her moorings during the storm, 
and is now at sea. She was passed by the 
steamer Bovic, from Liverpool, on Monday. 
The Bovic arrived yesterday, and her Cap- 
tain reported that at 3 o’clock on Monday 
afternoon, when about eight miles west of 
Nantucket, she passed the lightship, which 
was under reefed fore and main sail and jib, 
and was heading west by south. The Bovic 
signaled to ask if any assistance was re- 
quired, but those on the lightship only 
hoisted the American ensign in reply. The 
Captain of the Bovic reported that she was 
apparently doing well and making good 
weather, 

The steamer Martello, from Hull, had a 
hard time from the Banks in, and on Satur- 
day encountered a hurricane which lasted 
twelve hours. On Monday afternoon, when 
in latitude 40.06, longitude 71.16, the Mar- 
tello passed a wreck, probably a bark or 
barkentine, with only the foremast stand- 
ing. There were no signals on the wreck. 
A steamer, which was thought to be a Ho- 
gan vessel, was seen to change her course 
and go to the wreck. The officérs on the 
Martello could not tell whether the wreck 
was abandoned or not. 

Capt. Pennington of the steamer Coman- 
che, which arrived yesterday from Charles- 
ton, reported that his vessel was struck b 
a gale from the northeast which blew wit 
hurricane force just after leaving Charles- 
ton last Saturday. The Comanche had to 
be slowed down, and was ten hours late in 
arriving at this port. During the gale the 
seas broke over the vessel with how] force, 
sending the spray to the masthead. On 
Sunday, when ten miles south of Body’s 
Island, she passed a bark at anchor with 
a tug riding astern of her. When thirty- 
five miles south-southwest from Winter Isl- 
and she met a coal barge at anchor, and 
one mile north of Northeast End Lightship 
she passed a spar standing out of the water. 
This ‘spar was attached to a sunken vessel. 
Off Martin’s Industry Lightship two float- 
ing wrecks were seen. ey were floating 
bottom up. 

The towing steamer Santuit, with the 
barge City of Montreal, arrived yesterday 
from the east by way of the Sound. The

Col. Downs and Major Whittle Make 
Light of the Charges of Capts. 


Meeks and Bleecker. 


The charges that have been made against 
Col. Downs, Liewt. Col. Smith, and Major 
Whittle by Capts. Meeks and Bleecker have 
been practically ignored by the three senior 
officers of the Seventy-first Regiment. The 
statement telling in detail the actions of 
the officers and members of the Seventy- 
first Regiment, which was published yes- 
terday, was issued by Capt. Meeks at the 
request of the officers who are opposed to 
the candidacy of Lieut.

Col. Downs, when asked what he had to

I know them 
very well, and I will not say just now what 
they are, but I have in the past been criti- 
cised on account of my leniency toward 
them. I do not intend to let this all pass. 
The statements made by Capts. Meeks and 
Bleecker and simply a rehash of old matter 
for the possible purpose of getting their 
names inthe papers. Aside from that. the 
statements do not amount to anything.” 

Major Whittle was. undisturbed by the 
statement, and said, ‘“‘ the published reports 
are false in every particular. I will not 
discuss them, because it is not the policy 
of either Lieut. Col. Smith or myself to 
engage in any controversy over the matter. 
Let them do all the talking, but I will say 
that Col. Downs was not guilty of coward- 
ice, and I know that I was not. I was 
fighting for over an hour before Capt. 
Meeks or Capt. Bleecker left the brush. 
Liéut. Col. Smith did his duty, as did every 
officer of the Seventy-first. The statement 
was made for the purpose of attracting at- 
tention to the regiment and to so annoy the 
heads of the National Guard that they will 
take up the matter and insist upon the 
withdrawal of Lieut.

TICKET SCALPING DENOUNCED. 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Nov. 29:—A conference 
between commercial and transportation in- 
terests of the United States, which was 
held under the dimction of the -United 
States Merchants’ Association, took place 
at the Mercantile Club to-night. Represen- 
tatives of a number of commercial bodies, 


business associations, and transportation 
companies in various sections of the coun- 
try were present. 

Resolutions were adopted setting forth 
that the Government having asserted the 
right to regulate and control inter-State 
commerce has resumed the responsibility 
of protecting common carriers against un- 
just attacks upon their revenues, declaring 
that the practice known as railway ticket 
scalping is pernicious in its effects, unfair 
in its results, is contrary to the American 
spirit of fair play. is an evasion of the 
sea intent of the inter-State commerce 
aw as it reads, and should be abolished by 
National legislation, and that manufactur- 
ers, merchaiis, and commercial travelers 
everywhere should use their influence, in- 
dividually anc collectively, to secure reason- 
able and necessary National legislation in 
the interest of common carriers, 


RACES DIVIDED IN ILLINOIS. 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 29.—The celebrated Alton 
school case was to-day decided by a jury in 
the Circuit Court at Edwardsville, II1., 
which returned a verdict against the colored 
people who had protested against separate 
schools. 

Recently, because of a new order issued 
by the school authorities of Alton, Ill., white 
and negro children were assigned to differ- 
ent public schools. The colored people re- 
sented this and refused to send their chil- 
dren to school. 

Finally Scott Bibbs, a colored man whose 
children had been attending school, brought 
mandamus proceedings in the Supreme 
Court of Tlinois against the Mayor and 
School Board of Alton to compel them to 
admit his children to the Washington 
school assigned to white children, which is 
nearest and the most convenient to his place 
of residence. He claimed that colored chil- 
dren were discriminated against. When the 
case came to trial in the Madison County 
Circuit Court, to which it had been referred, 
the defense contended that the colored chil- 
dren in Alton have the same opportunity for 
securing an education as the whites and 
that no discrimination had been practiced. 
The case will now go to the Supreme Court. 


Ganter, the Wheelman, a Suicide. 


WATERTOWN, N. Y., Nov. 29.—Fred W. 
Ganter, the champion bicycle rider of 
Northern New York, killed himself at his 
home, at Pamelia, 
city, to-day, Ganter’s wife died at 8 o’clock 
this morning while giving birth to a child. 
The husband, at 9:45, took a Winchester 
rifle and went to the room where his wife’s 
remains had been laid out on a bed.. He 
sat dcwn on the edge of the bed, placed the 
gun between his legs, the muzzle under his 
chin, ard pulled the trigger. Death was in- 
stantaneous. Ganter was twenty-two years 
of age, and had been married a year.

CLEANINGSTREETS SLOWLY 


Commissioner McCartney Centres 
His Forces in Broadway. 


SNOW UNTOUCHED ELSEWHERE 


Contractors Hire Men at $1.25 a Day 
and Charge the City $2 
a Man, 


Shortly after 10 o’clock last night the 
“climatic conditions’? on which Commis- 
sioner McCartney of the Street Cleaning 
Department had been’ basing his hopes took 
a turn for the worse, and another layer of 
sriow began to superadd itself to that which 
had put the streets of New York in worse 
condition than they had been for a decade. 
There seemed a possibility, if the snowfall 
should cease, that the citizens would this 
morning fiid a part of Broadway clear 
of the piles of snow and muck which had 
lain there for three days. 

Commissioner McCartney announced at 6 
o’clock last night that he intended to con- 
centrate. his entire force on Broadway, and 
that that thoroughfare would be clear for 
traffic by this morning. He said that the 
regular contractor who cleans Broadway 
would take up the work.of clearing away 
the snow above Fourteenth Street. 

The department and the extra force would 
work from Fourteenth Street down to Bar- 
clay, and the Metropolitan Street Railway 


Company would do the work from Barclay 
Street to the Battery. A trip over the 
route at midnight showed that the contrac- 
tor had accomplished his work well on the 
upper part of Broadway. The Metropolitan 
uae had also done its share of the 
work. 

The Street Cleaning Department, how- 
ever, had cleaned the street only from Four- 
teenth to Tenth Street, for one block on 
cach side of Hcuston Street, and from the 
City Hall to Duane Street. This represents 
about nine blocks cleaned in six hours, and 
there were not cver twenty carts tnen at 
werk. Even these few were working with 
little or no system. A gang of men clus- 
tered about the carts and taking shovel- 
fuls of snow from the street threw them in 
the direction of the carts. If they landed 
inside, it was by pure good luck, but oftener 
half of the contents of the shovels overshot 
the mark and landed again in the street. 

Some of the carts were shallow affairs 
that held but little. Some were driven off 
to the dump before they were half full, 
the main idea being not to keep the horses 
standing too long in one place, as in hardly 
one instance was any covering provided for 
the steaming beasts. 

Commissioner McCartney said yesterday 
that the department was doing all it could. 
‘he money he is now using to pay for the 
work in hand, he said, would be drawn from 
the availadle balance in the snow account 
for 1898, and would be sufficient to pay for 
the work up to to-day. The Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment did not meet 
yesterday to act on the Commissioner’s re- 
quest for $100,000 to clear away the snow, 
but it was said that it would meet on 
Thursday or Friday, and that the amount 
would be‘forthcoming. 

Assistant Superintendent Gibson said last 
night that reports received from all the dis- 
tricts up to 6 o’clock showed that during 
the preceding twelve hours 1,200 extra men 
and 1,000 carts had been at work, assisted 
after 11 o’clock in the morning by 750 carts 
and 1,750 men from the department. These 
earts, he said, had carried off 28,800 loads 
of snow, representing 53,800 cubic yards, It 
was pointed out to Superintendent Gibson 
that this would mean 4n averege of about 
twenty loads in twelve hours for each cart, 
an almost unprecedented achievement under 
the best conditions. He answered that these 
represented the reports he received and he 
could not go behind them. 

At the same time he added that the main 
trouble was because the department had 
not been provided with enough places by the 
Dock Department from which to dump the 
snow, and that in former years there had 
been four more docks available in the lower 
part of the city. He said that the attorney 
for the Dock Department had expressed 
grave doubts anent the rights of the Street 
Cleaning Department to enter upon docks 
and bulkheads for the purpose of dumping 
therefrom in violation of the rights of own- 
ers or lessees. 


MEN HIRED BY PADRONES. 


In spite of all the trouble, and in spite of 
the contention of the department that it 
wanted men and would hire all it could get, 
the padrone system was allowed to flourish 
in City Hall Park yesterday in open view, 
and these paurones were taking advantage 
of the desire of men to get work to hire 
them for $1.25 and charge the city $2 a day 


for them, According to Capt. Gibson, this 
first came about in this way: 

On Monday the jam of men anxious to get 
employment became so great that the clerks 
found it impossible to keep up with the work 
of taking down the names of the men and 
of complying with the provision of the law 
requiring that no person not a citizen shall 
be employed on city work. 

An arrangement was entered into with 
three Italian contractors, who agreed to 
furnish 1,000 men each yesterday. The 
men were to be sent, he said, into the 
various districts direct to the district fore- 
men. 

The contractors failed to send the men 
where they were wanted, none being sent to 
the Third, Fifth, Seventh, and Ninth Dis- 
tricts, and so the deal was declared off, and 
the department began again to hire men 
direct through the district foremen. 

Nevertheless hundreds of men gathered 
about the snow office yesterday inquiring 
for work. The padrones were in evidence, 
and approached the men when they went in, 
offering to employ them for $1.25 a day. 

Knowing that the department was paying 
$2 a day, most of the men refused to work 
on the padrones’ terms. But when the 
reached the office of Superintendent Bradish 
they were toid that no more men would be 
hired there and that they would have to 
report to the district foremen if they want- 
ed work, 

No directions were given to them as to 
where to find these district foremen, and in 
sheer desperation some of the men who had 
been standing in the slush all morning ac- 
cepted the Italians’ terms. 

It was after the condition of affairs was 
brought to the attention of the department 
in the New York Life Building that the 
hiring of men through the padrones was 
stopped. 

A sign was then hung out at the snow of- 
fice that no more men were wanted and 
that the district foremen would do ail the 
employing, but neither at this time was 
any direction given to the men how to find 
their employers. When_ Superintendent 
Bradish was asked about this he said: ‘* Oh, 
the men all know where to go if they want 
work.” 

Commissioner McCartney said that he 
knew nothing of agents hiring men for $1.25 
a day, and that if such a thing was being 
done it was without the knowledge of the 
department. 

‘Every man who is on our pay rolls,” he 
said, “ will get his $2 a Cay in his own 
hands, no matter what price he has agreed 
upon with any contractor.” The Commis- 
sioner said that he would make an investi- 
gation of the matter. 

He was told that all the investigation nec- 
essary was to send some one from his office 
into City Hall Park, where the padrones 
were working Openly, and where he could 
also get statements from the men who had 
been approached by them, and who had been 
turned away from the snow office. 

There was also talk that some of the.-dis- 
trict foremen were getting a like “ rake- 
off’’ from every man they employed, but 
the Commissioner said he did not believe 
that anything of the kind was being done. 

Asked about the delay in cleaning Broad- 
way, Commissioner McCartney said the 
trouble arose from the inability of the de- 
partment to get enough carts, the owners 
of which were satisfied to work during the 
night. It was impossible, he said, to clean 
pies street during the day without impeding 

raffic. 

All day yesterday and last night the up- 
town residential streets were impassable ex- 


ee ae ‘en. he city Fe of imagination 
-~ the sloppy tule in the streets be called 


snow. 

In many places the sewer inlets were 
choked up and small seas of mud and slush 
overflowed on to the sidew Should 
there come a frost, it is impossible to esti- 
mate when the streets 1 again be in a 
normal condition. 

Commissioner McCartney will open bids 
for snow removal on Friday, after ten day: 
advertisement, and then contractors get 
to work there may be relief. Mr. MeCart- 
ney said that. he would be at a loss to say 
what would happen should the huge piles 
of snow and mud freeze up hard. 

If the cold weather should continue the 
heaps would have to be broken up with 
pickaxes, and it would take at least four 
times as long to remove them as it would 
in mild weather. 

Along South and West Streets and in the 
districts where there is a great amount of 
trucking business the scenes of Moneay 
were resenccted. Truckmen swore an 
fumed ana ran into one another, and, for 
the most part, the wagons were tangled up 
in confused masses that seemed impossible 
to straighten out. 

As a result of these conditions, the mer- 
chants of the down-town section complain 
that it is almost impossible to get their 
goods either tc or from the railway stations 
in time, and by some of the largest houses 
only the most urgent orders are being at- 
tended to. 


TROUBLE FOR STREET RAILWAYS. 


In the Board of Aldermen yesterday Al- 
derman Geiger, who represents Commis- 
sioner McCartney’s district, submitted a 
resolution requiring the street railroad com- 


panies to remove aljJ the snow from the 
streets in which car tracks are laid. If this 
resolution becomes a law and can be en- 
forced, Broadway and nearly all the ave- 
nues, together with many of the leading 
crosstown streets, will be removed from the 
list of thoroughfares which the Department 
of Street Cleaning must clean of snow 
and ice. 

Conditions had somewhat changed yester- 
day at the intersection of One Hundred and 
Thirty-eighth Street and Third Avenue, but 
not for the better, for those desiring to 
transfer at this point from one of the Union 
trolley cars to another, instead of flounder- 
ing about in the sno-v, as on Sunday and 
Menday, waded through slush, ankle deep. 
The huge piles of snow had been cut down 
by the traffic and churned into a dirty 
brown mixture. One had either to wade 
through a lake of mud or ride by the point 
of transfer. Later in the day this slush 
turned to water, and by nightfall most of it 
had drained off the crossing. The North 
Side Board of Trade has taken up the mat- 
ter of a shelter for passengers at this point, 
which is the busiest in the Borough of! the 
Bronx, and appointed a committee to wait 
upon the officials of the railway company. 


Matters are still in bad shape on some | 
parts of the Long Island Railroad as a re- 


sult of the storm. Between Hicksville and 
Mineola the main line is still blocked, and 
the snow is piled so high and is so solidly 
frozen that the men and plows, 
from both ends, will 
through before late to-day under the most 
favorable circumstances. 

No trains have reached Greenport, the 
terminus of the line, since Friday night, 
and the schedule may not be resumed for 
several a“ The Wading River Branch, 
extending from Hicksville to Wading River, 
thirty miles away, is closed. The branch 
cannot be opened until the main line is 
open to Hicksville. A train reached River- 
head by a roundabout route yesterday 
morning. The line to Montauk Point is 
open. 

A freight train is stalled on the main 
line near Hicksville.’ Engines 87 and 310, 
which were pushing the snowplows that 
ran into the drift between Jamaica and 
Queens on Monday night, were still off the 
rails yesterday. The accident caused the 
death of Henry Krantz, the conductor, and 
the serious injury of Engineer Seaman 
Birchell of Engine 310, and Fireman Jacob 
Gorman of Engine 37. Birchell was thrown 
from his seat against the back of the cab 
and had his scalp cut. Gorman was hurled 
from his seat, and both his arms. were 
fractured. Krantz was married and lived 
in Dunton. 


W. J. YOUNGS’S MISADVENTURE. 


istrict Attorney William J. Youngs of 
Queens County, who lives in Oyster Bay, 
had a rather unpleasant experience on Mon- 


day. Finding it impossible to reach Long 
Island City to attend court, owing to the 
blockade on the railroad, he decided to drive 
over in his sleigh. After going about three 
miles he stuck in a drift, and investigation 
showed that it would be impossible to turn 
the sleigh around without upsetting it. 

He finally unhitched the horses and, lift- 
ing the sleigh by main force, he turned its 
head toward home. He kad just about got 
matters in shape for his return trip when 
the horses bolted and made for home at full 
8 Mr.. Youngs was forced to lift the 
cutter out of the roadway, and then, loading 
himself with the two horse blankets, fur 
robe, and whip, he tru three miles 
through the drift to his home, which he 
reached in an almost exhausted condition. 
Yesterday he had recovered sufficiently to 
be able to go back for his cutter. 

The New York Central Railroad reports 
its dine now in good shape. The principal 
trouble has been along the Harlem Divi- 
sion, and whatever obstruction existed 
there has been removed. Reports from 
Westchester. County are that affairs are 
again fn normal condition. The trolley 
cars resumed their trips yesterday between 
Tarrytown and White Plains and between 
Yonkers and Mount Vernon. 

The mail service, which had been greatly 
interrupted by the snowstorm, was reported 
in much better shape yesterday. The main 
trouble exists on Long Island, where the 
service is very irregular. All of the over- 
due mail from the East has been received. 


SNOW DUMPED IN STREETS. 


The Observance of a Citizen Reported 
to the Mayor. 


A citizen of New York yesterday sent 
the following letter to Mayor Van Wyck: 

“Sir: Last night, at about 10:30 o’clock, 
while walking along Ninth Avenue, near 
Twenty-first Street, I noticed three carts 
going south on the avenue from which the 
drivers were ‘eliberately shoveling out 


snow upon the car trecks, and, wondering 
at the strange proceeding, I stopped to ob- 
serve it. One of the carts turned down 
Twenty-first Street toward the North River, 
while the others passed on to Twentieth 
Street and turned toward Eighth Avenue. 
The latter I followed closely, and, to my 
utter astonishment, the remainder of each 
load was dumped into the _ street about 
midway between Eighth and Ninth Ave- 
nues, and the carts then proceeded to the 
corner of Eighth Avenue and Twentieth 
Street, where, apparently, they had first 
loaded up, and began to load again. I in- 
quired for the foreman of the gang of 
laborers, and was confronted by a young 
man wearing the white helmet and silver 
badge of the Street Cleaning Department, 
to wnom I described what I had witneseed. 
He expressed very little surprise, and, from 
the way he spoke, I inferred that under 
present conditions, the regular snow con- 
tract not naving been let as yet, he was 
practically powerless to prevent such trick- 
ery. At ai events, after giving somewhat 
perfunctory instructions to one of his as- 
sistants ‘0 go io the nearest police station 
and request that officers be sent to him, he 
permitted these two worthy drivers to take 
on new !oads while I stood there, which 
it is but reasonable to suppose were dis- 
posed of in the same manner.” 


Indiana Bank Goes Into Liquidation. 


MARION, Ind., Nov. 29.—The State Bank 
at Jonesborough has gone into voluntary 
liquidation. Notice was posted on the door 


to-day that no money would be received on 
deposit and all depositors paid as fast as 
possible. The bank will be kept open for 
sixty or ninety days to collect the money 
loaned out and wind up the affairs of the 
bank,

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He Declares that He Has Said 
Nothing as to His Policy. 


HE BATTLES WITH ELEMENTS 


Several Politicians Visit Him on Saga- 
more Hill—Will Pass Through 
New York To-day. 


OYSTER BAY, Nov. 29.—Col. Roosevelt 
storming Kettle Hill is one thing; it is 
quite another thing ‘to storm Sagamore Hill 
with Col. Roosevelt holding the outer and 
the inner works and all the blockhouses. 

The Colonel has intrenched himself quité 
snugly on Sagamore Hill, and for the last 
few days the blizzard and the snow have 
materially strengthened his position. He 
seems quite satisfied with his present de- 
fenses, and did not like it, he said to-day, 
when some newspaper quoted him as say< 
ing: 

“This is worse than San Juan Hill.” 

“I said nothing of the kind,” repeated the 
Colonel. . “ It is pure fake.” 

The Colonel also said that a number of 
other reports were “pure fakes.” *‘In 
fact,”” he said, “‘every report that has gone 
from here pretending to quote me as saying 
anything whatever about my policy as Gov- 
ernor is false. 

“I have not talked,.about these things 


since the campaign closed, and I shall 
not talk about them for publication 
until I am Governor,” he added. ‘ The 
only way in which I shall mention my 
policy will be in speeches or in formal 
statements. I may announce some of my 
appointments before I go to Albany, but 
that is all. 

“I am sorry to give you reporters so 
much trouble,” he said, glancing far over 
the hilly stretches of snow and mud that 
yawn between Sagamore Hill and Oyster 
Bay. “ But it can’t be helped. I’m not go- 
ing to talk a bit,” and he showed his glit- 
tering teeth amiably ’ 

“Colonel, I suppose you have read what 
the papers are saying as to your opposition 
to certain proposed measures, the pure 
beer" and—”’ 

“No, I have not. I have not time to read 
all the papers. Whatever they say is not 
authoritative; it does not come from me,” 

‘Have you seen the published list of the 
promises you made when you were touring 
the State in the recent campaign? ”’ 

“I have not; but no paper need remind me 
I remember them all, and 
I shall fulfill every one of them.” 

The Colonel was quite ready, however, to 

talk about things not political, He was 
brimming over with life, having just come 
in from a run over the snow. He rose early, 
as usual, and made a day of it struggling 
with the elements. When asked how he 
was spending the time, he replied: 
_ “Just as a man would who was shut up 
in weather like this. To-day I have ridden 
my pony, choped wood, and taken a run on 
my ‘ skis,’’’ and he smiled in enjoyment of 
the breezy retrospect. 

“I have also seen several visitors, among 
them Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, David 
Healey, and ex-Assemblyman Wallace. Be- 
sides, I have been answering letters. I have 
quite enough to do.” 7 

There were other visitors to Sagamore 
Hill, among them Chairman B. B. Odell of 
the Republican State Committee. Mr. Odell 
reached Oyster y at 6 P. M., and drove 
out at once to Col. Roosevelt’s home, where, 
it was said, he would dine and spend the 
night. He said that the reports that the 
Governor-elect was opposed to the State con. 
Stabulary and the pure-beer measures were 
not authentic, and added that @e knew of 
no policy in which the organization and 
Col. Roosevelt were at variance. He did 
not mean to say, he declared, that Col. 
Roosevelt would favor, as Governor, every 
measure the organization leaders might 
wish enacted, but that he knew of no such 
proposed measure to which the Colonel was 
openly opposed. 

Mr. Odell said that he would probably dis- 
cuss appointments with Col. Ruosevelt, but 
he would not say upon what lines or as to 
what offices or men. 

It was reported that Lemuel E. Quigg 
would come out later and meet Col. Roose- 
velt and Mr. Odell, to talk over these ap- 
pointments and other questions of admin- 
istrative policy. 

Col. Roosevelt will pass through New 
York to-morrow morring on his way to 
Boston, where he will deliver to-morrow 
night the fourth of his Lowell Institute 
lectures. It is expected that on his reach- 
ing the ciy he will go at once to the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel and have a conference 
with Senator Platt. If he does not see 
Mr. Platt to-morrow, he will probably see 
him Thursday on his return from Boston, 
as the Senator and Mr. Odell will leave for 
Washington Saturday or Sunday, to attend 
the opening of the short session of Con- 
gress. 

William J. Youngs also visited Sagamore 
Hill to-day. He went to receive final di- 
rections from the Governor-elect as _ to 
preparations for the inauguration. He left 
for Albany later in the day. 


LEADERS ARE APPREHENSIVE. 


They Are Fearful That Col. Roosevelt 
Will Oppose Proposed Bills. 


Perturbation was caused among,local Re- 
publicans yesterday by the circulation of a 
story that Governor-elect Roosevelt had an- 
nounced his intention to oppose the pro- 
posed “‘ pure beer ’”’ and Metropolitan police 
bills. These are two measures in which New 
York City Republican workers are specially 
interested—in the one, because it would pun- 
ish the brewers for their aileged heavy 
contributions to the Democratic cumpaign 
fund, and in the other because it would 
take the control of the police of this city 
out of the hands of Tammany Hail. 

The story was rejected by the local or- 
ganization leaders, but the consternatidn 
which the mere report of the Governor- 
elect’s hostility to the proposed legislation 
caused among them was, to observers on 
the outside, an indication of what would 
heppen should it eventually prove to be 
true. 

The impression gained from conversation 
with the men most prominent in the organi- 
zation is that they do not expect Col. Roose- 
velt to‘stand for any legislation of a re- 
taliatory nature. They know that his past 
record and present intentions are all against 
that sort of business. But they do expect, 
they say,.that, if it can be demonstrated to 
the Governor-elect that a law to prevent 
the adulteration of beer and to provide for 
its inspection is a wise and salutary meas- 
ure, he will not allow the incidental fact 
that it may worry the brewers to prevent 
his approving it. 


MR. YOUNGS IN ALBANY. 


Arranging for Inauguration and After 
Data for the Inaugural Address. 


ALBANY, Nov. 29.—William J. Youngs of 
Oyster Bay, who is to be Gov. Roosevelt’s 
private secretaryg came here to-day to se- 
cure data from the State officers for the 
Governor’s annual message, and incidental- 
ly to arrange for the inauguration. It is 
understood that Col. Roosevelt will take 
the oath of office on the 1st_of January, in 
the Secretary of State’s office, with the 
ceremonies of inducting into office on the 
24, in the Assembly Chamber. 

Mr. Youngs spent several hours with Su- 
perintendent of Public Buildings Easton 
during the afternoon arranging for the cere- 
menies. Harry H. Bender of Albany is to 
succeed Superintendent Easton, William 
Barnes, Jr., giving out the information to- 
day, and it being confirmed by Mr. Youngs. 
Lieut. Gov. Woodruff is here to-night to 
meet with the Forest Preserve Board to- 
morrow. His visit is opportunely timed, for 
it is understood that Leaders-to-be T. E. 
Ellsworth and S. Fred Nixon are to be here 
to-morrow, when another effort will be 
made to save Superintendent Aldridge from

THE CANAL INVESTIGATION. 


Possibly Judge Countryman’s Report 
Will Be Made Public To-day. 


ALBANY, Nov. 29.—It was announced at 
the Executive Chamber this afternoon that 
the report of Judge Countryman on the 
canal investigation report and evidence 
would be given out to-morrow afternoon for 
publication in the newspapers of Thursday 
morning. Later in the afternoon it was said 
the report might not_be given out so soon.

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MR. CHOATE IN WASHINGTON. 


Talk About Him and Mr. Depew with 
Reference to the Senatorship and 


the English Ambassadorship. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—One of the vis- 
itors to the White House to-day was Joseph 
H. Choate. He made a brief call upon the 
President,.and devoted the rest of the day 
to waiting his turn at the Supreme Court 
and mecting an argument in an important 
ease. He assured a reporter, who asked 
him if his call upon the President had any- 
thing to do with the report that he will be 
appointed Ambassador to England, that it 
was simply a call of respect to the Presi- 
dent. 

It is believed here, nevertheless, that there 
has been consultation regarding the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Choate, and that the 
President has ascertained that his selection 
wculd be generally acceptable, and that ‘t 
would not be opposed by Senator Platt. The 
somewhat ostentatious announcement of 
that fact in New York, presumably with 


Mr. Piatt’s approval, has to many persons, 
some of them connected with the Depart- 
ment of State, removed almost the only 
doubt about who would be chosen to take 
the place vacated.by Mr. Hay. If there is 
any doubt at all remaining, it may turn out 
to be one created by Mr. Choate. 

A gentleman who assumed to be well in- 
formed, said to-day that Mr. Choate would 
be quite as well satisfied to remain at home 
and go to the Senate as to go abroad, and 
that he would cheerfully yield the post of 
Ambassador to Mr. Depew if Mr. Depew 
preferred the post to that of Senator. As 
Mr. Choate will not discuss this report, or 
any report connecting him with the Senate 
or the American Embassy to Great Britain, 
it can be given only for what it is worth. 


WHITELAW REID MAY GET IT. 


He Is Said to be the President’s 


Choice for Ambassador. 


Washington reports of the apparent prob- 
ability of the appointment of Jaseph H. 
Choate as Ambassador to Great Sritain 
caused no surprise among the Républicans 
about the Fifth Avenue headquarters yes- 
terday. 

It had become known there on Monday 
that Senator Platt had withdrawn any op- 
position he may have had to Mr. Choate’s 
selection, and had assured the President that 
he would not oppose his confirmation, af- 
firming, at the same time, that Elihu Root 
was his choice and urging Mr. Root’s ap- 
pointment. In view of this, the Republicans 
who discussed the report yesterday thought 
that Mr. Choate stood an excellent chance 
of capturing the prize. The mere fact that 
the President had gone to the trouble to 
find whether Senator Platt would object to 
Mr. Choate, when the Senator had indi- 
cated his preference for Mr. Root, was 
taken as good evidence that he intended to 
make Mr. Choate Ambassador. 

The statement was made yesterday, how- 
ever, by a prominent Republican who knows 
all of the inside history of the Ambassa- 
dorship contest, that, if the President does 
name Mr. Choate for the London vacancy, 
it will not be because the distinguished 
New York iawyer is his personal choice. 
President M-Kinley, according to this au- 
thority, wants to give the place to White- 
law Reid, now serving in Paris as a mem- 
ber of the American Peace Commission. 

Mr. Platt opposes the appointment of Mr. 
Reid; and in the effort to prevent it has 
urged Mr. Root and finally consented to 
Mr, Choate. As between these two, it is 
asserted, the President leans to Mr. Choate. 
At the same time, he continues, according 
to the authority mentioned, to show his de- 
sire to honor Mr. Reid. 

In these circumstances, some _ well-in- 
formed Republican leaders predicted yester- 
day that Mr. Reid might yet get the Am- 
bassadorship. The President might, they 
pointed out, simply wear out Senator Platt’s 
opposition. The Senator, they predicted, 
would ne®er indorse Mr. Reid, but he might 
consent, for the sake of harmony and un- 
der pressure from the President, not to 
fight his corfirmation in the Senate. 


Oneida County Election Contest. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Nov. 29.—Justice His- 
cock to-day dismissed the application for a 
peremptory writ of mandamus compelling 
the Board of Canvassers of Oneida County 
to recount the ballots thrown out as void 
in the election for Senator in the Thirty- 
fourth District... The decision was upon the 
ground that the affidavit upon which the 


application for the writ was based was in- 
sufficient, as it was made upon information 
and belief, without alleging the source of 
the affiant’s information. An appeal will 
be taken by the contestant for Senator 
Coggeshall’s seat. - 


ELECTIONS OF CONGRESSMEN. 


Suecessors Chosen to Col. W. A. Stone 
and the Late F. W. Love. 


PITTSBURG, Nov. 29.—When Col. W. A. 
Stone was elected Governor of this State at 
the recent election he resigned his seat as 
Representative of the Twenty-third District 
in Congress, thus leaving the unexpired term 
vacant. By special election to-day W. H. 


Graham, who had been elected to succeed 
Col. Stone, was without opposition elected 
to fill the unexpired term. 


JACKSON,, Miss., Nov. 29.—The Congres- 
sional election in the Sixth District to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of the 
Hon. F. W. Love passed off very quietly. 
F. A. McLain, Congressman-elect for the

SAYS SILVER IS NOT DEAD 


Senator Chandler Still Hopes for 
Intérnational Bimetallism. 


FIGHT FOR IT TO CONTINUE 


He Favors the Appointment of An- 
other Commission and a Com- 
promise oh the Ratio. 


WASHINGTON; Nov. 29.—Senator Chan- 
dier of New Hampshire, who is conspicu- 
ous occasionally as a double-standard ad- 
vocate, is more convinced than ever “ that 
the gold standard is not to be fastened upon 
the worid.’’ Cireumstances, he admits, seem 
to be against the recognition of silver, and 
they might have been different, with oppo- 
site effects upon public opinion. He does 
not consider the issue dead. 

““No,”’ said the Senator emphatically, to- 
day, “it is not. dead, and while the fight 
may last for twenty-five years, it will con- 
tinue to be fought: With England face to 
face with the Indian problem, and with her 
failure to borrow the gold with which to 
supply currency for India, the question is 
still very much alive.’’ 

“ You still believe, then, in the possibility 
of international, bimetallism?” Mr. Chan- 
dier was asked. 

“To such an extent,” was his reply; 
“that if I were President McKinley I 
would appoint another commission, picking 
out active and interested men like Charles 
A. Towne, for instance—men who would en- 
deavor to secure a- favorable result—and 
would notify Great Britain and France of 
my action. I would not send the Commis- 
sioners abroad at once, but would wait for 
them to be invited. In my opinion, Great 
Britain would soon requést their presence, 
and co-operation might also be expected 
from France, if that country had the time 
in the midst of her internal troubles to con- 
sider financial matters. 

“It might be necessary to abandon the 
present ratio of sixteen to one and substi- 


tute twenty to one, but upon some such 
compromise I believe international bimetal- 
lism could be secured. 

“Tf by 1900 nothing had been accom- 


plished in the direction of international bi- 
metallism, I am almost willing now to say 
that. .I would advocate independent coinage 
by the United States. I would not, how- 
ever, be willing to leave the Republican 
Party on such an issue, but I should try to 
convince my Republican friends that such a 
course was the ~roper one to pursue. 

‘Silver has been called dead, and damned 
enough, but it does not seem to be buried 
out of sight. Why, when you think for a 
moment of the conditions throughout the 
world, you can see tnat the silver agitation 
is certain to continue. Two-thirds of the 
people of the world are so situated that 
they are compelled to use silver. In China 
are 400,000,000 and in India are 300,000,000, 
with millions more in the Asiatic countries 
and in Africa, and as long as gold is the 
standard in one part of the world and silver 
in another, just so long will there be a dis- 
location of exchange and a disturbance of 
commerce, A fixed standard of value for sil- 
ver is necessary, and until it has been 
pa the silver question will not be set- 
tled. 

“If a President should be elected in 1900 
who is forcible in his character and who 
is also friendly to silver, it would not be 
impossible to produce an effect upon the 
Senate, even if that boly should be ap- 
parently opposed to free coinage. We have 
seen Administrations convert the Senate to 
a position against silver, and why may 
we not witness the reverse? In addition to 
this, it is quite reasonable to believe that 
if the people spoke for the free coinage of 
silver in 1900, the Senate would be in- 


tiuenced in favor of some sort of legislation ° 


friendly to silver. 

“It will not, however, require legislation 
to bring the silver question to the front. 
If the next President believes in silver, he 
will appoint a Secretary of the Treasury 
of the same belief, and together they can 
order the gréenbacks to be renewed in 
silver, while the interest on the coin bonds 
ean be paid in the same metal. As a mat- 
ter of fact, we now practically pay interest 
in silver. When you deposit your imterest 
check in bank, and then later go to draw 
against it, the chances are that you will 
receive silver certificates. 

‘“‘In more than one way, 46 I have point- 
ed out, the silver geesvon will be kept 
alive. It is not dea 
of means.”’ 


SENATORS ON EXPANSION. 


Mr: Teller Advocates Annexation of 
the Philippines; Mr. Chandler 
Favors a Protectorate. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Senator Teller 
is an outspoken expansionist. 

‘‘T have. great faith,’ said he to-day, ‘in 
the ability of the Anglo-Saxon people to 
seive th. problems of annexation. I have 
seen it stated that if we annex the Phil- 
ippines the downfall of our Republic will 
date from McKinley’s Administration. If 
the downfall comes it will not be from 
that cause. 

“ As a matter of fact, no such pessimistic 
outcome is to be feared. Suppose we did 
make a blunder. Does anybody suppose 
that a single blunder, no matter how great, 
will wreck the United States? It is absurd 
to think’such « thing. we are too strong, 


too resourceful, too virile.’ 


‘és will the treaty be ratified at this ses- 
sion?”’ 

“If it provides merely for the relinquish- 
ment of Spa.sish sovereignty in the islands, 
I shouid answer affirmatively. I do not be- 
lieve ft will go further than this, ; 

* As I understand it, the Peace Commis- 
sioners will not attempt to bind Congress 
to any system of government in the Philip- 
pines or to the future disposition of the isl- 
ands. Of coursé if they go so far as to do 
this, there will be a long debate and con- 
siderable opposition. Otherwise, ,the treaty 
‘will be ratified at this session of the Senate 
and there will be no necessity for an extra 
session.”’ 

Senator Chandler would get rid of the 
Philippines by berating. them as soon as a 
stable government can be established, with 
protection by the United States, and a com- 
mercial treaty giving free trade to the 
United States and our tariff laws against 
importations from other nations. He is will- 
ing, he says, to take the islands from Spain 
and to take time to decide other questions. 

He does not think the treaty will be rati- 
fied before the close of the present session 
of Congress. 


MORE CRITICISM FOR SPAIN. 


Lieut. Tejeiro Writes of the Folly Ex- 
hibited in Sending Cervera’s 
Fleet to Cuba: 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The Bureau of 
Naval Intelligence to-day issued another of 
its war series, this time ‘‘ The Bat‘ es and 
Capitulation of Santiago de Cuba, by Lieu- 
tenant José Miiller y Tejeiro, the Second in 
Command of the Naval Forces of the Proy- 
ince of Santiago de Cuba.”’ Capt. Clover, 
the Chief of the Intelligence Bureau, ex- 
plains in an introductory note, that the 
writer was an eye-witness of most of the 
events thitt he describes, and from his posi- 
tion had access to official information. 

The publication begins with a chapter en- 
titled ‘The Two Fleets,” telling of the ar- 
rival of Cervera’s squadron of the 19th of 
May and of the disappointment of the peo- 
ple, who expected no less than eight battle- 
ships instéad of five. He makes a compari- 
son very caréfilly and accurately of the 
vessels of the two squddtons. The Lieuten- 
ant mentions the fact that provisions were 


very short; also that the military element 
of the province was nifie or ten months in 
arreary in the payment of consignments 
and had béen living on credit for some 
time. Everything was lacking; food 
money, credit, and purchasing resources 
were exhausted. He speaks of the difficul- 
ties of coaling, and shows that the fleet 
was very badly supplied.

puzzled the Spaniards, as they did not know 
why the ships remained on Watch all day 
and disappeared at night. But it was sup- 
posed that the Americans were afraid of 
the destroyers. Speaking pf the Merrimac, 
he says that “we at Santiago have not suc- 
ceeded in ascertaining definitely, though it 
is probably known in Spain from American 
newspapers that are in the habit of pub- 
lishing everything, what was the real ob- 
ject that the Merrimac had in view.’’ 

He speak f the action of thé Spanish 
Admiral as one of the greatest acts of 
valor. The Lieutenant gives considerable 
space to the naval battle, most of which is 
taken from persons who were saved from 
the Spanish ships. The coolness and cour- 
age of Admiral Cervera afe noted. The fire 
of the Spanish ships wags said to have been 
slow, while that of the American ships was 
very brisk. In dftscussing the disaster, he 
says that the loss of the fleet had been fore- 
told by all its cOmmanders, but the public 
opinion in the Island of Cuba required the 
presence of the fleet in Cuban waters. The 
ships had not been cleaned, were short of 
coal, and not in good condition to fight. 
The fleet received definite orders from the 
Captain Genera! of Cuba to leave Santiago, 
in spite of’ Admiral Cervera’s remon- 
strances. He says the Spanish are proud 
of the disaster of Trafalgar on account of 
the héroism of the navy, and the baatle 
of Santiago is much more glorious. 

He closes the account of the naval battle 
of Santiago by saying: 

I have never been able to understand the rea- 
soh why there was sent to the Island of Cuba a 
fleet that was in no manner able to cope with that 
of the United States, and which, therefore, could 
in no wise prévent the ships of the latter from 
blockading our ports and controlling the sea; 
but since it was sent without its arrival being 
able to prevent the loss of the island, which was 
lost, as experience has shown, from the very 
moment when war was accepted owing to the 
conditions prevailing there, then it should have 
been prevented from being destroyed, as it was, 
without resulting in any advantage whatever. 
The only. way of gaining any advantage would 
have been, tn my opinion, taking ad¥antage of 
the fact that all the hostile ships were in Cuba, to 
send a few ships of great speed, more or less well 
armed, to the commercial ports of the United 
States and bombard them, even though not very 
effectively, 

It is probabte that public opinion, and especially 
of those who did not participate in the wer, would 
have exacted the return of the ships, and then the 
Spanish fleet could have left Santiago in perfect 
safety and a catastrophe would have been avoided 
which has brought us no advantage, Af the same 
time, the ports of the island, freed from the 
blockade, could have. supplied themselves with 
provisions, and although the final result would 
probably have been the same, it wou'd not have 
been so immediate. 

But all this is nothing more than hypothesis 
and supposition, and not timely; besides, it was 
not my object in writing thts book. I have told 
how Admiral Cervera’s fleet started from the 
Cape Verde Islands, how it arrived at Santiago, 
and how it wernt ont to fight with Admiral 
Sampson’s fleet, convinced that the greater part 
of the people living in Spain are ignorant of what 
I have set forth, and also convinced that when 
the facts are known the results will be judged dif- 
ferently. 


SIZE OF OUR NEW ARMY. 


War Department Preparing a Bill 


Calling for 100,000 Men. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—There is re- 
newed talk of the reorganization of the 
regular army by the present session of Con- 
gress. The general impression seems to be 
that the new army should consist of 100,000 
men, and that number no doubt will be réc- 
ommended in the draft of the bill’ being pre- 
pared by the War Department; However, 
there has been advanced a suggestion to 
make a regular standing army of 75,000 men 
and to have 4 provisional army of 25,000 
men, the latter made up largely of natives 
of the islands where the United States must 
do garrison duty. These troops could be 
officered from the United States Army, and 
provision made to give these Officers in- 
creased rank and pay while on such duty. 

it has been suggested that Lieutenants 
could became Captains and Captains Majors 
and so on to the highest cer of a regi- 
ment. It is proposed that the cost of main- 
taining this provisional army should come 
out of the revenues of the islands garrt- 
soned, It is not intended that the whole 
garrison should be made up of such organi- 
zations of natives, but that a sufficient num- 
ber of United States regulars should be at 
each important place to maintain order in 
any emergéncy,

Rescinded or Have Expired Before 
the Company Can Proceed. 


No member of the firm of William R. 
Grace & Co. would yesterday discuss any 
‘mewspaper article having reference to the 
Gnteroceanic Canal Company, controlled by 
‘what is known as the Grace Syndicate, or 
the Maritime Canal Company of Nicaragua. 
“As has been published, Edward Eyre and 
Bdward F. Cragin, the former a Director 
“4n the William R. Grace & Co. corporation, 
have a contract with the Government of 
Nicaragua for the construction of an inter- 
oceanic canal through the Nicaraguan Isth- 
mus, the terms of which were published by 
decree at Managua Oct. 31 last. 

One of its articles permits Messrs. Eyre 
and Cragin to negotiate with the Maritime 
Company of Nicaragua for a rescission of 
the Cardenas-Menocal contract of April, 
1887, which expires Oct. 9, 1899. The Inter- 
oceanic Company is to be organized within 
six months from the time of the rescission 
or the expiration of this contract, but until 
such conditions exist the Nicaraguan Gov- 
ernment cannot be held to its promise to 
grant the Interoceanic Company exclusive 
right to construct the canal. Such obsta- 
cles removed, the Interoceanic Company will 
hhave perpetual rights to construct, own, and 
operate a maritime cana! between the At- 
lantic and Pacific Oceans through the Nic- 
araguan Isthmus. The Eyre-Cragin con- 
tract secures all necessary privileges and 
protection for the company, its contractors, 
engineers, agents, and employes, with all 
territory and waters necessary to construc- 
tion and operation. 

Other provisions in favor of the new com- 
pany are exclusive control of its canal and 
accessories and of its tolls, exemption from 
direct or indirect taxation and imposts, the 
Policing of the canal, the principle of lex 
loci contractu to govern contracts made by 
the company, neutrality of the ports at ex- 


tremities, which shall be free ports, and 
oo land grants with mineral and timber 
ri ae.

First—To commence the excavation of the canal 
within two years from the date of the organiza- 
tion of the company. 
wena —To complete a transportation line be- 
Roeee kone oceans by means of railways and 

e Nicaragua and the upper part of 
the San Juan River within three years following 
said organization. This communication shall be 
effected by means of boats which can transport 
the railroad cars from one point to another. Said 
dine shall remain in operation during the time of 
the construction of ‘the canal. 

Third—To construct the canal during the ten 
years following the organization of the company. 
At the end of said period the canal shall be open 
to universal traffic, 

The penalties agreed on are: 

First—For each year of delay in beginning the 
work of excavation of the canal the company 
shall pay a fine of twenty-five thousand ($25,000) 
dollars, American gold, to the Government of 
Wicaragua. 

Second—For each year of delay in completing 
the transportation line by railways and boats 
the company shall pay a fine of fifty thousand 
($50,000) dollars, American gold. 

Third—For each year of suspension of traffic on 
the provisional transportation line from ocean to 
ocean it shall pay a fine of fifty thousand ($50,- 
000) dollars, American gold. 

Fourth—For each year of delay !n opening the 
canal to universal traffic it shall pay a fine of 
one hundred thousand ($100,000) dollars, Ameri- 
can gold. 

It is understood that if these delays should be 
@ccasioned by force majeure or casus fortuitus 
which shall have interrupted the works or im- 

eded the action of the company, it shall not 
neur these fines and shall be given an extension 
of time equal to that of the interruption. 

It is also understood that if at the end of the 
tenth year the canal shail not have been opened 
to commerce, but if the company shall have in- 
Vested in the enterprise the sum of fifty million 
($50,000,000) dollars, American gold, it shall en- 
joy an extension of time sufficient to allow the 
completion of the works without paying any fines. 

The payment of any -of the fines specified in 
not exclude the payment of 
others which the company may have incurred. 

When in the judgment of the Government the 
company shall have incurred a fine the former 
shall give notice thereof to the representative of 
the company in the State. 

The Nicaraguan Government is to receive 
for its grants and concessions 8 per cent. of 
the company’s stock, but this shall be given 
as fully paid and non-assessable, and not 
less than $8,000,000. The Government is to 
have the privilege of naming one of the 
‘company’s Directors. 

This provision is in the contract: ‘* Dur- 
ing one hundred and ninety-nine (199) years 
from the day on which the canal is opened 
to universal traffic for the first time the net 
profits in their entirety shall belong to the 
stockHolders of the company. During the 
following ninety-nine (99) years the com- 
pany shall pay to its steckholders out of the 
net profits a cumulative annual dividend of 
ten (10) per centum, and of suci: balance as 
may remain it shall pay one-half to the 
Government of Nicaragua and the other 
half shall belong to the stockholders. After 
the expiration of this second period the 
company shall pay to the Government of 
Nicaragua one-half of the net annual profits 
end the-other half shall belong to the stock- 
holders.” 

Messrs, Eyre and Cragin have paid the 
Nicaraguan Government $100,000 to bind the 
contract. Four months after the organiza- 
tion of their company $400,000 additional 
will be paid. These deposits or guarantees 
will bear 4 per cent. interest. If they are 
exhausted by fines, $500,000 more is to be 
paid into the Nicaraguan Treasury. 

Of causes of annulment the contract says: 

First—If the company shall not be legally or- 
ganized within the time specified in Article II. 

Second—For failure to make the deposits in the 
General Treasury of Nicaragua which the com- 
pany may be obliged to make by this contract. 

Third—For any transfer which the company 
may make of this contract to any Government 
without the previous consent of the Government 
of Nicargua or of the Government of the Republic 
of which Nicaragua may form part. 

Fourth—For non-completion of the line of 
transportation from ocean to ocean, by means of 
railway and boats, within six years from the date 
of the organization of the company. 

Fifth—For abandonment of the works of the 
canal during a period of three consecutive years. 

Sixth—For non-delivery to the Government of 
the stock to which it shall be entitled in_the 
place, time, and form set forth in Article XXX. 
of this contract. 

The Cardenas-Menocal contract is again 
treated on as follows in Article XLI.: ‘It 
fs understood that for the purposes of this 
eontract the Cardenas-Menocal contract 
shal] cease to have legal existence on the 
9th day of October, 1899, and therefore all 
the foregoing stipulations shall take effect 
without necessity of further action, declara- 
tion, or law on the 10th of October, 1899, or 
sooner should Messrs. Eyre and Cragin, 
their heirs or assigns, obtain the rescission 
of the Cardenas-Menocal contract. In this 
latter case it shall be sufficient that said 
Eyre and Cragin, their heirs or assigns, 
should notify the Government in writing, in- 
closing the document or documents that 
prove the rescission. The date of said no- 
tice, or the 10th day of October, 1899, as the 
case may be, shall fix the commencement 
of the period within which the Interoceanic 
Canal Company shall be organized in ac- 
cordance with Article II. hereof.”

MUCH SLEIGHING ‘UP TOWN. | BOY. ¢

A Miniature County Set Up by In- 
dustrial Colony Association. 


MAKE AND EXECUTE OWN LAWS 


8 
Children of the Slums Transformed 
Into Self-Reliant, Trust- 
worthy Citizens. 


Stereopticon views illustrating how twen- 
ty-eight boys taken from the slums of New 
York City conduct a government of their 
own on a farm at Gardner, Ulster County, 
this State, were displayed last night in the 
Calvary Baptist Church, in West Fifty-sev- 
enth Street. The occasion was the second 
arnual meeting of the Industrial Colony 
Association, which was organized to help 
poor boys who are growing up amid vice 
and depressing influences. 

On the association’s specially equipped 
farm city boys of the rougher class who are 
willing to try a total change of environment 
and submit to a certain degree of whole- 
some discipline are accepted as boy citizens. 
A boy government has been established in 
the form of a miniature county. The citi- 
zens, who are between the ages of twelve 
and fifteen years, make their own laws and 
enforce them through officers chosen from 
their own number. Each boy is required to 
work and be self-supporting. He is at lib- 
erty the first of each week to contract for 
any one of several different kinds of work 
for that week. With the “‘ colony money” 
in which he is paid he purchases meals, 
lodgings, and clothing. An industrious boy 
can easily earn enough money to leave him 
a small weekly surplus after paying his nec- 
essary expenses. 

The taws of this boy-government are ad- 
ministered in fairness a.d are seriously 
obeyed. Violations are punishable by fine or 
imprisonment in the colony jail. There are 
boy supervisors, boy. policemen, and a boy 
sheriff. Whenever a boy on this farm be- 
comes too lazy to work he is classed as a 
pauper, and is cared for »y the Sheriff, 
who is also the Overseer of the Poor. The 
disgrace of pauperism and its attendant 


discomforts speedily puts an end to idling 
and causes the boys to become industrious 
and thrifty. They deposit their savings in 
the colony bank, which pays interest. When 
they leave the colony the money is re- 
deemed in legal currency. The fact that 
the boys enforce their own laws imparts a 
peculiar zest and spirit to the administra- 
tion of this unique county government. 

In exhibiting the pictures last night, Fred- 
eric T. Steele, Secretary of the association, 
described the methods of procedure and told 
incidents of the every-day life of the boy- 
citizens He said that one of the best 
citizens in the colony now was a boy who 
was taken from the west side of this city 
about one year ago with the reputation of 
being incorrigible. His parents were obliged 
to send him awa’ from home because he 
had the habit of stealing everything that 
came within his reach. Now he is described 
as a self-respecting and trustworthy lad 
with an earnest purpose in life. 

The report of the Treasurer of this asso- 
ciation showed that the total receipts of the 
farm colony last year were $3,117.27, a 
slight excess over the expenditures. 

In addressing the meeting last night ex- 
Police Commissioner Frank Moss said that 
it would not do to expend all of one’s energy 
in tearing down bad things. The real ob- 
ject of reform could not be attained unless 
the reformers saved some of their strength 
to engage in constructive work. Well-di- 
rected efforts in helping boys to start right 
and to become useful members of the com- 
munity constituted the best kind of prac- 
tical reform work. The Industrial Colony 
Association was helpfng to make good citi- 
zens. It was giving poor and friendless 
boys a chance to develop in the right way, 
to make something of themselves. Success 
in elevating the people of the slums de- 
pended upon the way in which the work 
was attempted. Philanthropists who de- 
sired to help the poor, the lowly, and, per- 
haps, the vicious, must go to the slums 
like brothers and sisters and win the cOn- 
fidence of the people there. No philan- 
thropist could do any good to such people 
by standing on a pedestal. and beckoning 
them to come up. The helper must go down 
and take the needy ones by the hand. 

In this progressive age, said Mr. Moss, 
nothing in a large city was more progressive 
than juvenile depravity. There could not 
be too many Industrial Colony Associations. 
They were all doing splendid work, and yet 
all that they could do did not prevent a 
frightful increase of juvenile depravity in 
this city. Each boy taken out of the slums 
and taken to an industrial colony was like 
one snatched from an evil life. 

Mrs. Lucy S. Bainbridge, Superintendent 
of the Woman’s Branch of the New York 
City Mission Society, made a spirited plea 
for the juvenile waifs of the community. 
She described them as “ pushed-out’”’ boys, 
whom nobody wanted around. Born of 
poor and often dissolute parents, they were 
driven out into the streets because they 
were in the way at home; whenever they 
attempted to play on the street they were 
chased by policemen and told to “ get out’; 
so they grew up feeling neglected and 
friendless and developing a reckless spirit 
of resentment. 

Mrs. Bainbridge told of a poor and almost 
friendless boy named Paul. who lived in the 
basement of a tenement. He slept having 
under his head a copy of the life of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, which was the only book he 
ever read. In an old stocking he had a few 
pennies, to which he added whenever he 
could. He told Mrs. Bainbridge some, time 
ago that when he got money enough he 
was going to school, and was going to learn 
to be like Lincoln. Paul was described as 
one of the few ‘‘rough diamonds” of the 
slums.

In spite of the flasco on Tuesday of last 
week, when the Corbett and Sharkey fight 
was decided, a large crowd turned out last 
night to see George Dixon and Oscar Gard- 
ner fight twenty-five rounds at the Lenox 
Athletic Club. Both men are known as fast, 
earnest boxers, and as is usually the case 
in featherweight matches, theirs was a sat- 
isfactory exhibition. ‘‘ Charley ’’ White, the 
club referee, did not officiate in the prin- 
cipal bout, but he was loudly cheered when 
he stepped through the ropes to referee the 
preliminary bouts. The big bout was de- 
cided by ‘Dick’? Roche, who gave the 
fight to Dixon, after twenty-five rounds of 
very hard, clever boxing by both con- 
testants.

Special Tariff Commissioner of Cuba 
and Puerto Rico Making a Sec- 
ond Tour of the Islands. 


SANTIAGO, Cuba, Nov. 29.—Robert P. 
Porter, United States Special Commissioner 
to Cuba and Puerto Rico, charged with the 
duty of inquiring into and reporting upon 
the economic and financial conditions of 
both islands, with especial reference to the 
tariff, arrived outside the harbor at day- 
break this morning on the Admiral Dewey, 
which left Boston last Thursday.

He has 
many suggestions to make regarding the 
tariff, recommending chiefly an increase on 
the duties on wine and a decrease in those 
on the necessaries of life. He will visit 
Daiquiri and Juragua to inspect the mining 
interests in the province. The next steam- 
er of the American Mail Steamship Com- 
pary, which calls here, will take Mr. Por- 
ter to Jamaica, after which he will return 
to the United States. 

The United States transport Reina de los 
Angeles is now leaving supplies along the 
north coast of Santiago Province. She is 
also taking two a of immunes to 
join Col. Hood at Gibara. The means of 
communication overland to Holguin have 
been found extremaly difficult owing to the 
recent rains, flooded streams and boggy 
lands. Consequently it is necessary to rely 
principally upon the periodical trips of 
steamers like the Reina de los Angeles and 
others available. 

Gen. Wood intends to make his long- 
delayed trip along the north coast this 
week; but it is possible that there may be 
another postponement, owing to the negro 
regiment troubles at San Luis and other im- 
portant business.

PHILIPPINE REBELS FIGHTING.

Advices from Iloilo say the natives of the 
Visayas Islands have established a republic, 
independent of Luzon. 

In some of the islands hostilities are pro- 
ceeding between rival republics. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The apprehen- 
sion which manifested itself some time ago 
over the attitude of Aguinaldo and the Phil- 
ippine insurgents has not entirely disap- 
peared, though the Administration believ2s 
they will accept the situation without any 
conflict with the United States. The matter 
was discussed at the Cabinet meeting to- 
day, and some of the views expressed indi- 
cated a possibility that the insurgents may 
yet have to be dealt with. 

On the whole, however, the President ex- 
pects that serious trouble with Aguinaldo 
will be avoided, but at the same time has 
guarded ageinst an outbreak by taking pre- 
cautionary measures, The American force 
already in occupancy of part of the Philip- 
pines is regarded as altogether adequate io 
cope with any emergency that may arise. 

The future government of the islands came 
up incidentally, and Secretary Alger made 
some suggestions as to details of a military 
government of the islands.

MANILA, Nov. 29.—At the Loyal Legion 
banquet here yesterday evening there were 
sixty-four guests present.

GERMAN VESSELS FOR SPAIN. 


Four North German Lioyd Steamers 
to Transport Troops from Cuba. 


Gustav H. Schwab, the agent of the North 
German Lloyd Line in this city, said yes- 
terday that he had received a cablegram 
from the Bremen office announcing that 
the steamers Werra, Fulda, Hapsburg, and 
Muenchen had been chartered to the Com- 
pania Trasatlantica to be used to trans- 
port the Spanish troops now in Cuba to 
Spain. The Spanish Line had not enough 
vessels to remove all the troops before Jan. 
1, and for this reason the vessels of the 
North German Lloyd Line have been se- 
cured. The Werra and Fulda are at the 
company’s docks at Hoboken, and yesterday 
they were taking on coal and provisions. 
They will probably leave here on Friday in 
charge of their regular officers. Each ves- 
sel can accommodate 2,100 soldiers, and each 
steamer is to make two trips.’ 

Mr. Schwab declined to state the charter 
price, and said that J. M. Ceballos, the 
agent of the Spanish wine in this city, 
might tell this. At the office of J. M. Cebal~ 
los & Co., however, the only information 
given was that the vessels had been char- 
tered.

TRANSPORTS OFF WITH TROOPS 


Cuban Assembly Again Meets — Geh. 
Lorente Welcomed in the City 
of Pinar del Rio. 


HAVANA, Nov. 29, 9:50 P. M.—Marshal 
Blanco, it is expected, will go on board the 
steamer Villaverde this evening shortly be- 
fore midnight, and the steamer will prob- 
ably leave for Spain early in the morning.

The first 
troops to go on board the transports will be 
Gen. Valderama’s brigade, then Gen. Teje- 
da’s division, next Gem Vernal’s division, 
whose headquarters is at Cardenas, and 
then Gen. Molina’s division, at Matanzas. 

The evacuation will be ended with the 
embarkation of the Las Villas division, un- 
der Gen. Aguerre. ! 

All the Spanish war vessels now here will 
go 1uto dry dock, and have their bottoms 
cleaned preparatory to sailing for Spain. 
The Rapide will be ihe first ship docked, 
and she wiil be followed by the Infanta 
Isabel, Conde Venadito, «nd Alfonso XIL., 
which will then sail for the Island of Mar- 
tinique, the rendezvous of the Spanish 
squadron which is returning to Spain. 

The Treasury here received yesterday 
cable transfers from Madrid amounting to 
1,840,000 pesos, to -be applied to military 
and civil requirements and back pay. 

The Cuban Assembly established head- 
quarters yesterday at the farm of E) Car- 
men, a mile from Playa de Marianao, where 
to-day the members held a session and dis- 
cussed routine matters. Gen, Blanco yester- 
day gave $300 from his private purse to the 
Reina Mercedes Hospital. 

The Cuban General Lorente arrived yes- 
terday afternoon at the City of Pinar del 
Rio. He was entertained at dinner at the 
Grand Hotel by prominent citizens, and in 
the evening El Globo gave a ball in his 
honor in the Lope de Vega Theatre. 

At the request of the Mayor of the city 
the insurgent troops have been statione 
at the City Hall, the city prison, the Span- 
ish Bank, and the usual puare posts. 

To-morrow the Spanish gunboat Dardo 
and the steam launch Esperanza, valued at 
$2,800 and $1,300, respectively, will be sold 
at public auction. 


A NEW SOUTHERN RAILROAD. 


Projected by an English Company to 
Pierce Southern Coal Fields. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 29.—The local 
promoters of the Black Diamond Railroad 
scheme to-day received information that 
Sir Thomas Tancred, the English engineer 
sent to this country by an English financial 
syndicate, would recommend that the road 
be built by his President. 

Before starting for London the engineer 
stated to Col. Albert E. Boone of Zanesville, 
Ohio, the chief promoter, and other prom- 
inent men interested in the deal that he 
would approve the survey and recommend 
the investment. This is considered a_con- 
summation of the financiering. Col. Boone 
has the contract for building the road, and 
expects to commence work the Ist of next 
May. 

The road will extend from Port Royal, S. 
cC., to Columbus, Ohio, penetrating all the 
coal fields of East Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky, and passing through this city. It 
will be 322 miles long, double tracked, and 
will cost $40,000,000. 


BOSTON AS A TERMINAL. 


The Largest Passenger Station and 
the Largest Freight Yard. 


From The Boston Herald. 

While Boston boasts the largest rail- 
road passenger station in the world, this 
by ao means ends her claim to distinc- 
tion as a great traffic terminal, for at 
South Boston is the most important mer- 
chandise freight yarée in the United States, 
if not on the globe. Within its area are 
over thirty-five miles of track, while the 


aumber of cars handled daily is close on 
to 1,500. 

Of course, there are a number of points tn 
the West where the actual tonnage is in 
excess of the South Boston yards, but it is 
made up almost exclusively of grain and 
packing house products shipped in bulk to 
distant points on the seaboards. This. dif- 
fers in character from the business that 
comes to the local yard. This is entirely of 
manufactured products for distribution 
throughout the country, and one train may 
contain goods for a thousand different con- 
signees. It will be.readily seen that an 
enormous amount of labor is involved in 
dispatching a train loaded with miscellan- 
eous goods, as they have to be so disposed 
of that the cars may be set off with the 
least amount of switching. Work at the 
South Boston yards will be greatly en- 
hanced on the 27th of the present month, 
when the freight business at. the Park 
Square terminal is to be transferred to 
the first-mentioned point.

Perhaps the most singular report that has 
ever been submitted to the Corporation 
will be discussed at the next meeting of 
that body. It seems that there are many 
properties in the city which have not. been 
assessed for the consolidated—cr sewers— 
rate for several years past. The most 
peculiar feature of the discovery is that it 
has been more or less accidental.

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NOT UNDER THE CONSTITUTION. 

Senator MorcaAn is not emfngnt as @ 
Constitutional but he teaches 
sound doctrine in respect to territorial 
expansion when he fearlessly declares 
that “ the Constitution does not enter into 
the question at all.” That will prove to 
be a pretty safe position for the expan- 
sionists. we imagine. It has the virtue 
of taking the pertinency out of a lot of 


lawyer, 


perplexing questions and it enables us to 
steer clear of a good many embarrass- 
ments that would have perplexed Con- 
gress and the courts. We simply take 
the Philippine Islands as we would take 
any other piece of property beyond our 
borders, and possess and control them 
without making them a part of the terri- 
tory of the United States. Granting that 
authority to own the islands will be found 
or assumed by Congress, it is plain that 
the Constitution will not further enter 
into the question, because that instru- 
ment does not extend beyond the con- 
fines of the United States. 

If we made the Philippines a Territory 
of the Union, 
the islands under the Constitution, sev-

eral of the provisions of which would em- | 


barrass us greatly. Those which imme- 
diately occur to the mind are Article L., 
Section 8. declaring that “ all duties, im- 
posts, and ercises shall be uniform 
throughout the United States,” and Ar- 
ticle I., Section 9, which is as follows: 


No tax or duty shall be laid on any arti- 
clés exported from any State. No preference 
shall be given by anv regulation of com- 
merce or revenue to the ports of one State 
over those of another: nor shall vessels 
bound to or from cne State be obliged to 
enter, clear, or pay duties in another. 


The moment the Island of Luzon be- 
came a Territory that moment we should 
be obliged to cease collecting duties on 
our goods shipped there in American bot- 
toms. Goofs from one State cannot be 
taxed by the Collector of Customs in any 
other State; and a Territory is a State. 
Upon this point a decision of the Supreme 
Court rendered nearly eighty years ago 
throws a timely light. 

In LOUGHBOROUGH vs. BLAKE, (WHEAT- 
ON, V.,) Chief Justice MARSHALL deliver- 
ing the opinion, March 7, 1820, the Su- 
preme Court held that the power of Con- 
gress to levy and collect taxes, duties, 
imposts, and excises is co-extensive with 
the territory of the United States; that 
is, that In respect to this power the Ter- 
ritories are upon the same footing as the 
States. The case was an action of tres- 
pass brought to test the power of Con- 
gress to impose a direct tax in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.

The eighth section of the first article 
gives to Congress the “‘ power to lay and 
collect taxes, duties, imposts, and excises ” 
for the purposes thereinafter mentioned. 
This grant is general without limitation as to 
place, It consequently extends to all places 
over which the Government extends.

The District of Columbla 
or the territory west of the Missouri is not 
less within the United States than Mary- 
land or Pennsylvania; and it is not less 
necessary, on the principles of our Const!- 
tution, that uniformity in the imposition of 
imposts, duties, and excises should be 
observed in the one than tn the other. 
Since, then. the power to lay and collect 
taxes, which includes direct taxes, is obvi- 
ously co-extensive with the power to lay 
and collect duties, imposts, and excises, and 


since the latter extends throughout the | 


United States it follows that the power to 
impose direct taxes also extends throughout 
the United States. 


The language of this decision is perti- 
nent to the present discussion, It defines 
the Constitutional limits of our great Re- 
public, “which is composed of States and 
Territories.” Alaska is a Territory; it 
Was made a part of our domain by the 
treaty of purchase. Therefore, as Sena- 
tor MoRGAN points out, we are not at Iib- 
erty to impose duties on Alaskan prod- 
ucts, nor can we impose duties on goods 
sent to Alaska. The Constitution forbids 
it. 

We must not tie ourselves down by 
these Constitutional limitations in the 

@Philippines. It is essential to the success 
of our policy in the Far East that we 
maintain the open door at Manila, which 
means that we admit the ships and mer- 
chandise of other nations upon the same 
terms. we apply to our own ships and 
merchandise. But if we make the Philip- 
pines a Territory we must set up at once

CALLED TO ACCOUNT. 


If Gov. BLiack had proceeded against 
ALDRIDGE in August his party might have 
won the election by reason of the virtue 
of its cause and the confidence of the 
people instead of through the misdoings 
of CROKER. At least he would have 
spared his party the need of displaying a 
lot of sickening hypocrisy throughout the 
campaign. Had ALDRIDGE been under 
indictment Col. RoosEvELT could have 
dropped the multitudinous “ifs” which 
lowered him in the public esteem and 
have won new reputation by an unspar- 
ing denunciation of the rascals who had 
been engaged in the canal frauds. Gov. 
BLAcK did not proceed against ALDRIDGE, 
and ALDRIDGE was ROOSEVELT’s cam- 
paign companion and a member of his 
Advisory Committee. 

It is unnecessary to inquire whether 
Gov. BLack is moved by spite and vin- 
dictiveness to this step. The evidence 
before the canal investigating commission 
justifies his action. He would have been 
faise to his duty had he not determined 
to summon this faithless public servant 
to answer for his misuse of the public 
funds. ALDRIDGE had full powers and 
full responsibility. His own testimony 
shows that; the report of the commission 
establishes it. There was a million wast- 
ed. If the Governor did not take steps 
to seek out and punish the guilty man or 
men he would deserve impeachment. 

But suppose ALDRIDGE is punished, sup- 
pose he is in jail and the door locked, 
what then? Will that save the canals, 
now fast going to ruin?

AMBASSADOR CHOATE?! 

There is no reason why anybody should 
be startled by the announcement that 
“Senator PLaTtr has assured President 
McKINLEY that the selection of JosEPH 


ain would be agreeable to him.” Doubt- 
less a certain number of persons will be 
startled by it, but that is because they 


our esteemed contemporary The Tribune 
sometimes describes as “the drift of 
events.”’ 

A generation, or, still more, two gener- 
ations ago the practice of law and the 
pursuit of politics went together much 
more than they do now. The leading law- 
yers of acommunity being its leading men, 
there was a curiosity to know what they 
thought of the Republic, and why they 
thought so, and nobody could very well 
be a very leading lawyer without being an 
equally leading citizen. Mr. CHOATE’S 
Uncle Rurus, whom he eulogized in Bos- 
ton the other day, said of DANIEL WEB- 
STER that the law, though a noble and a 
useful profession, ‘‘ was not large enough 
for the whole of WrERsTER.” It was not 
large enough for Rurus CHoaTe himself. 
His service as a Senator from Massachu- 
setts was a natural corollary to his pre- 
eminence at the Suffolk bar, together 
with that interest in public affairs and 
that readiness to give his fellow-citizens 
the benefit of his meditations upon them, 
in that strange and thrilling eloquence 
in which no other American has equaled 
him. 

But other times, other manners. There 
are still leading lawyers of the old-fash- 
ifoned Senatorial breed, men who are 
as keenly interested in public affairs as 
in their own private business, and who 
are willing to give time and take trouble, 
in order to help their political ideas to 
prevail. Mr. JamMEs C. CARTER is one of 
them, a bright and venerable name, as all 
intelligent New Yorkers know, and all 
candid New Yorkers admit, There is no ra- 
tional project of amelioration in National 
or State or municipal affairs which does 
not enlist his industrious, self-sacrificing, 
and zealous co-operation. Mr. ELInu 
Root is another, It is true that Mr. Root 
has a fantastic belief that the road to 
the kingdom of heaven must be not only 
constructed but policed by the Republic- 
an Party, and of him for that reason the 
Republican machine has never gone in 
great fear. But he, too, has always shown 
himself willing, within these lines, to 
take trouble and make sacrifices for the 
betterment of our political conditions, 
and has been a trusty and laborious “ off- 
year independent.” Like Mr. CarTER, he 
has the first requisite of a pubjic man 
in the true sense, in being a public-spir- 
ited man. 

To cite these two names of leaders of 
the bar, as men who have shown that 
they would be worthy in better political 
conditions, of high public office, and then 
to mention that of Mr. CHoaTEe is to 
mark a sensible difference. Mr. CHOATE 
has for a generation been a conspicuous 
citizen of New York by dint of the tal- 
ents that have made him a leader of the 
bar. But no considerate person could 
ever have described him as a public-spir- 
ited citizen. On the contrary, he has 
been a highly private-spirited citizen. 
He has devoted himself with -entire 
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singleness of purpose, and, it is re- 
ported, with great success, to making i. 
largest possible income out of the prac- 
tice of his proiession, Even in upholding 
the standards of his profession against 
public assaultshe hasbeen by no means as 
conspicuous or active as his professional 
eminence would have led his fellow-law- 
yers and his fellow-citizens to expect. 
He has made a great many speeches for 
money, and a great many more for fun, 
but the casual New Yorker would have 
to rummage his memory to recall one 
that up to three years ago he had made 
for the public good. In fact, his aloofness 
from all movements of those who were 
willing to take time and trouble for pro- 
moting the public welfare has been, up 
to this period, so marked as to elicit from 
a brother-lawyer the criticism that “he 
lacked the capacity of indignation at a 
public wrong.” 


Possibly it was a consciousness of his 
openness to this criticism that led Mr. 
CHOATE to offer himself two years ago as 
a candidate for the Senate against the 
boss system and incidentally against Mr. 
THomas C. Piatr. The results of that 
departure of Mr. CHoaTe from the tenor 
of his way were not, so far as he was 
concerned, impressive. His canvass was 
not serious enough to elicit popular en- 
thusiasm, which it did not in fact elicit, 
nor to excite the resentment of the Boss, 
which it did not in fact excite. Mr. 
CHOATE’s resentment against the ma- 
chine and incidentally against the ma- 
chinist lasted into the following munici- 
pal campaign, during which he used lan- 
guage about Mr. Piatt which it is in- 
structive to compare with the language 
he has been using about him during the 
late State campaign. The nomination of 
Col. RooseveLttT gave Mr. CHOATE 4a 
chance, which he embraced with alac- 
rity, to “get into line.” He made some 
speeches in which he roared at the Boss, 
who in 1896 and 1897 had been the incar- 
nation of evil, as gently as a sucking 
dove. 

Verily, he has his reward. It is not at 
all necessary to suppose any previous 
understanding. There is absolutely no 
reason why the nomination of Mr. 
Cuoate for Ambassador to Great Brit- 
ain should not be agreeable to Senator 
PuaTtT. Neither is there any reason why 
it should be agreeable to those who re- 
gard high office at once a reward for 
public service rendered and an earnest 
of public service to be rendered. To rep- 
resent it as a Triumph of the Better Ele- 
ment would be merely comic. 


THE STREET CLEANING BREAKDOWN. 


We fear that Commissioner McCARTNEY 
does not appreciate the feeling of this 
community with reference to the practi- 
cal collapse of street-cleaning operations 
at the present time. 

The people of New York are, unfortu- 
nately for themselves, very patient with 
their public servants under most ordi- 
nary conditions. They accept with a res- 
ignation tinged with Oriental fatalism the 
defects and shortcomings to which they 
are accustomed. For a great many years 
the annoyance, loss, and disease that 
came to them from a great snow storm 
were taken as the will of the municipal 
Allah, of whom Tammany was the 
Prophet. But that mood is no longer 
possible, because it has been shown to 
them, time after time, under an able, 
energetic, and faithful Commissioner, 
that these sacrifices were unnecessary. 


We are aware that Mr. MCCARTNEY has 
had much to contend with. The storm 
came far sooner than any previous ex- 
perience led any one to expect it. The 
contract for the particular kind of work 
imposed by the storm had not been made. 
The Commissioner was thrown back upon 
inadequate resources. But if we may 
judge by his own expressions, he seems 
to have regarded the situation too com- 
placently. Instead of being aroused to 
the utmost exertions and driving every 
agency at his disposal with all possible 
pressure, he is depending entirely too 
much on mild weather to remove the 
snow with whi¢h he cannot contend. And 
in the meantime unpleasant contradic- 
tions are cropping out between his own 
reports and the actual facts. 


The Commissioner would do well to re- 
member that the people of New York 
have now a definite and clear standard 
by which to judge not only the work of 
his department, but the spirit in which 
he goes about it. He cannot afford to 
fall any further below that standard than 
he is absolutely compelled to, 


THE WARING FUND. 


The Chamber of Commerce Committee 
having in charge the Waring memorial 
fund announces that it has reached the 
promising figure of $53,328. This is a 
large sum, but it is only a little over one- 
half that which the committee has very 
wisely decided should be raised. Hither 
for the care of Col. WARING’s widow and 
daughter during their lifetime, or for the 
endowment of the department of instruc- 
tion in municipal affairs in Columbia 
University, the income of $100,000 is 
barely sufficient. We trust that the full 
amount will promptly be made up. 


Undoubtedly a considerable sum could 
be raised by numerous small subscrip- 
tions, but this, as experience shows, 
would require organized effort on an ex- 
tensive scale and for some time. All 
small subscriptions will of course be 
gladly received by the committee. But 
surely the service of Col. WARING to the 
class that can well afford to give liber- 
ally and at once was sufficient to call out 
a fitting response. He made this city 
not only far pleasanter to live in, but 
far more profitable to do business in. 
Under a sane and well-regulated munic- 
ipal system he would have been retained 
permanently for the work he did, and 
that work would have been paid at some- 
thing near the compensation it would 
have received from a business corpora- 
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stitution rather than a bird. 
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tion. The completion of the fund of $100,- 
000 is a smal’ contribution to the justice 
which should have been done. 


The Frencn Chamber of Deputies is in 
a wonderful condition. ‘The disclosure: 
of the session of Monday would be diffi- 
cult to paraliel from the records of any 
legislative dody this side of the Rum; 
Parliament. The avowal of MM. PoIn-

ease of M, CAVAIGNAC, who assured the 
Chamber that that whict he could know 
only by hearsay was a fact, blindly ig- 
noring that he stands publicly convicted 
of having been duped into trying to in- 
fluence the Chamber with forged evi- 
dence. The fitting conclusion of the 
whole business was the declaration of

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Capt. JoHn R. BARTLETT, who, soon 
after the war with Spain began, was as- 
signed to duty as Superintendent of the 
Coast Signal Service, has not found it nec- 
essary, in reporting to the chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation on the work of the 
Naval Militlamen who served under him, to 
qualify his praises with “ considering ”’ and 
like words quite so often as has been 
deemed expedient by most of the other 
naval officers under whom these energetic 
volunteers were placed by the chances of 
war. Indeed, Capt. BARTLETT does not miti- 
gate his commendation at all, but cordially 
admits, or rather proclaims, that the quick 
organization and thoroughly effective work 
of the Signal Service along the Atlantic and 
Gulf Coasts were due to, and made possi- 
ble by, the ability and devotion of the mili- 
tiamen, ‘ They have*proved in our recent 
experiment,” writes Capt. BARTLETT, “ well 
disciplined, trustworthy, competent, and 
zealous, and I can speak in the highest 
terms of the officers and Naval Militiamen 
who entered the Coast Signal Service. The 
officers have been intelligent and pains- 
taking, and their acquaintance with the men 
of their commands has reguited in a very 
high percentage of effective work.” Espe- 
cial credit is given in the report to several 
members of the New York militiamen, in- 
cluding Lieut. FRanK B, ANDERSON, Lieut. 
EpwIn C. Weeks, and Lieut. ALEXANDER 
DUANE. Well-deserved emphasis is laid on 
the success with which the corps was kept 
free from gerious illness of any kind. The 
emergency medical kits prepared under the 
direction of Lieut. DUANE are described at 
length, and no doubt had much to do with 
the immunity from disease. In summing 
up this branch of his subject, Capt. BarRT- 
LETT says that the good health maintained 
was “in large measure due to the compe- 
tency and carefulness of the officers in 
charge of the various districts, and he 
quotes the commander of one of them as 
writing: ‘‘ While their duties have been ex- 
acting and tedious, with considerable ex- 
posure to the weather, they have been well 
housed, well clothed, and well fed.” What 
a contrast with the reports from the great 
camps! 


—A mulattress with a plump baby in her 
arms reached Philadelphia on a sailing ves- 
sel from Haiti the other day, and declared 
her eager desire to become a resident of the 
United States. It was necessary for her to 
get a bond as guarantee that she would 
not become a public charge, and while the 
incidental formalities were in progress 
somebody asked her why she had come 
from a tropical island :nd her own people 
to live among strangers. where the making 
of a living is a task ty no means easy. The 
woman answered with an earnestness that 
said much for her sincevity and something 
for her accuracy, that she left Haiti be- 
cause the season for certain cannibalistic 
rites in the district where she lived was 
ecoming on, and that her child would have 
been killed and eaten if she had not left 
the country. This horrible charge has been 
made against the Haitians many times and 
as often denied by them, by the denials have 
not earried the weight of the accusations, 
and the best authorities regard it at least 
as highly probable that in parts of the 
Black Republic heathenish customs of the 
most frightful sort have been practiced ever 
since the expulsion of the French. The 
Haitians are now very close neighbors of 
our own, and it remains to be seen what 
the consequences of this proximity will be. 
The old isolation is sure to be broken down, 
business and other relations with Amer- 
icans are inevitable, and existing conditions 
in Haiti may well become as unendurable 
to us as were those of Cuba under Spanish 
rule. Even if cannibalism is a mere spo- 
radic crime in Haiti, there are other things 
there practically worse and morally almost 
as bad about which there fs no doubt what- 
ever. The Government its corrupt and san- 
guinary, and the treatment of white for- 
eigners is often atrocious. The Haitians 
have had many years in which to develop 
the power of self-government, but they re- 
main far below the standards of eivilization, 
and harsh critics deciare that they are sink- 
ing rather than rising. Moreover, this isl- 
and is potertially of great value. There is 
a basis for provhecy in that fact.

be taken for granted that the Secretary of 
the Massachusetts Board of Agriculture 
would not say anything about turkeys with- 
out much preliminary thought as to the ac- 
curacy of his statement.

It is not that the New 
Englanders have at last awakened to a 
realization of the numerous and marked 
shortcomings of the turkey as food for man. 
As a matter of fact, of course, poorer meat 
does not walk the earth in feathers—barring 
some that wade around in search of fish— 
than is this undeservedly famous biped with 
the big tail and the foolish chuckle, but that 
is something which no real Yankee could 
be expected to confess. The Pilgrim Fathers, 
making, as was their invariable and irri- 
tating custom, a virtue of necessity, turned 
the turkey into an unwilling expression of 
their devout gratitude that their luck was 
no worse, and filial reverence has compelled 
their sons ever since to declare that they, 
too, like the dry, white flesh of this preten- 
tious creature. Even now they pretend to 
like it—possibly really do; habit is powerful 
—and draw long faces over the news of the 
coming relief For a form of cholera is get- 
ting the better of the turkeys, slowly but 
surely, and the end, the Secretary says, is 
in sight.

THE POLICY OF EXPANSION. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Permit me to thank THE TIMBs this morn- 
ing for one phrase in its edi-.orial, ‘“‘ All this 
is ingenious nonsense”"’ This in reference 
to the policy, which the President proposes 
in clear violation of the Constitution, to 
keep up a tariff against the poor Filipinos 
and Puerto Ricans, even after they become 
our fellow-citizens—the Filipinos “ fellow- 
citizens of Asiatic descent.” I have not 
seen anything better than the interview of 
Senator Livingstone of Georgia, which you 
publish this morning. He says that “ this 
talk of the open-door policy is open-door 
nonsense ’’; another great phrase also, that 


two clauses of the Constitution bar us from 
the open door. 

You have seen that one of the Imperial- 
ists in Washington has suggested that the 
Constitution gives the right to Congress to 
regulate territories or properties, and while 
it is proposed to call Hawaii a territory, 
Puerto Rico and the Philippines are not 
to be territory, but property. This is rather 
thin, but, as Mr. Livingstone says, there are 
two provisions of the Constitution—one is 
‘that all duties, imports, and excises must 
be uniform trroughout the United States.” 
The Republican Party is now at the forks 
of the road. 

Sénator Mason of Illinois talks as an 
American in your columns this morning. 
He says, ‘1 dislike the thought of fixing a 
government for a people without their con- 
sent. I am a great believer in home rule. 
Government only comes by evolution. A 
people never learn to govern themselves un- 
til they have tried J think they ought to 
have an opportunity to try. You cannot 
learn to swim without going into the water. 
The use of a power develops the power. I 
do not believe in government at long 
range.’ 

This is the true American doctrine upon 
which the Republic is founded. The Presi- 
dents of four of the great labor organiza- 
tions of the country have been speaking 
against the rash policv of our President.

Never 
yet have the American people failed to de- 
cide wisely a great issue, nor will they now.

New York’s Four Hundred Attend: 
the Opera in Force.

The opera season of 1898-9 opened at the 
Metropolitan Opera House last evening. For

MERITS OF THE PERFORMANCE. 


The New Singers Successful and the 
Opera Well Presented. 


The opening of a season of grand opera 
in Italian, French, and German with “ Tann- 
hauser,”’ a German work representative of 
the master who overthrew most of the 
stock traditions of the old-fashioned Italiam 
opera, might afford a text for a sermom 
were it possible to believe that Mr. Graw 
made the selection from purely artistic moe 
tives. But the self-evident truth is that, un- 
til M. Jean de Reszke returns, the manager 
regards Ernst Van Dyck as the most ate 
tractive tenor of his company, and as he 
could place this artist in the most impos- 
ing combination of singers available for hig 
opening night, the opera was ‘“ Tann- 
hiiuser.” The change from ‘“ Faust” and 
*“Romeo et Juliette,” however, made* no 
difference to the public. It is likely that 
any opera in the repertory of the com- 
pany, except possibly ‘‘ Das Rheingold” or 
“Marta,’’ would have drawn an equally 
large audience for the opening performance. 

The great public of New York is very fond 
of opera. It is not, indeed, a musical pube 


| lic, though it includes a considerable body; 


of the most cultivated music lovers to be 
found anywhere. But the mass of persons 


who crowd the more expensive parts of the 
Opera House care little or nothing for any 
form of music except opera, and that they 
love by reason of the stimulation they ob- 
tain from hearing famous singers. That 
being the accepted truth, it was something

His voice is neither large 
nor noble in quality. He sang last night 5 
a throaty style and with frequent forcing 
of open tones. Yet the voice is of sympa- 
thetic quality, and will undoubtedly become 
agreeable to the habitues of the opera, 

Aside from the faults of voice production 
which were noticed last night, there was 
little in Mr. Vay Dyck’s singing with which 
He declaimed with fine in- 
telligence and with unfailing dramatia 
warmth. Indeed, it is likely to be found 
that the chief charm of Van Dyck’s work 
lies in the enthusiastic earnestness which 
he throws into every phrase. He enunciateg 
the text with perfect clearness, and he 
does more than most German singers, with 
all their skiil in declamation. to make plaim 
the organic union of the words and the 
music, which is always so important a 
feature of Wagnerian singing. As an actor 
Mr. Van Dyck is admirable. His grace of 
pose, his significant by-play, and the con- 
stant fervor and picturesqueness of hig 
movement and gesture lend a poetic beauty. 
to his work. Withal, he is a man of ex< 
cellent presence and possesses tHat rare 
thing calicd magnetism, 

So much for first impressions of a new 
There will be abundant opportunity 
to study the work of this artist, for artist 
in some of the most serious essentials of 
Of the other 
first impressions which must be accorded 
the most significant are those gained from 
the mise-en-scene. Gone are the battered 
antiquities of scenery and costume with 
which we have so long been familiar, and 
gone also are the triangular traditions of 
no stege management. Last night there 
was actually a new and handsome set for 
the Wartburg Castle of the first act, and 
the interior of the second act had been 
freshened up and got a new throne. The 
chorus showed unwonted signs of anima- 
tion, and the stage pictures were benefited 
by new groupings and pieasing attempts ag 
variety. The general stage business of the 
opera was carried out with intelligence. 

Mme. Emma Eames sang Elizabeth in 
German for the first time nere. Her voice 
was in glorious condition, and a glorious 
voice it is. How grandly it rolled out last 
night, and how tender in color it was when 
that was necessary. But Mme. Harness 
style is essentially lyric, and she does not 
always rise to the full height of Elizabeth's 
dvclamation. In the pleading to her father 
she was admirable, but her ‘* Dica Theure 
Halle”? lacked breadth and authority, In 
the third act she sang beautifully. Her 
enunciation of th: German text wa: not all 
th.‘ covld he desired but on the whole sie 
made a lovely and lovable Elizabeth. 

M. Plancon sang in German for the first 
time. He was a dignified and courtly Lande 
grave, but he was suffering from a cold so 
badly that Mr. Grau made an apology for 
him after the first act. It was a delight to 
judges of singing to see how excellently he 
managed his voice in the trying circums- 
stances. M. Henri Albers, the new French 
baritone of the company, sang Wolfram in 
German. This, too. was a first experience. 
with the original text. M. Albers will 
probably be greatly liked before the season 
is over. He has a sonorous and smooth 
voice of beautiful quality, and he sings a 
lovely cantilena. He did,not show much 
declamatory power last night, but he sang 
with genuine feeling. 

Mme. Nordica as Venus was not in good 
voice. Her performance of the part is 
known to be good, and it is merely neces- 
sary to record to-day that it was not at its 
best last night, yet was of a pretty high or- 
der at that. The other members of the cast 
were Miss Meisslinger as the shepherd, Mr, 
Muhimann as Biterolf, Mr. Bars as Walther, 
Mr. Meffert as Heinrich, and Mr. Meux as 
Reinmar. 

Signor Mancinelli conducted, and what h 
did not seem tc know about the score 0 
“Tannhauser” would occupy too much 
space to tell this morning. The galloping 
manner in which he took the praise o 
Venus in the overture was a fair sample of 
the things he did with other tempi in the 
work. The orchestra was only tolerable. 
But there will be abundant opportunity to 
speak of its work later. The principal points 
to be made to-day are that both Van Dyck 
and Albers were successful, and that the 
management of the house has taken heart 
of grace to put operas on more generously.

DECLARES FOR EXPANSIO 
Prof. F. H. Giddings Reads a Paper 
at Columbia University. 


THE WAR A RIGHTEOUS ONE 


His Views on the Money Question— 
Friendly Relations with Great Brit- 
ain Should Be Continued. 


The room in the Library Building of Co- 
lumbia University in which the Acad2my of 
Political Science has been in the habit of 
meeting was inadequate to hold the crowd 
that went there last evening to hear a 
paper by Prof. F. H. Giddings on ‘‘ Imper- 
ialism”’ and its discussion by Prof. Felix 
Adler and Carl Schurz. The meeting was 
adjourned to the largest hal] in the build- 
ing, which was crowded to the doors. in 
the absence of President Low, who, how- 
ever, came later and took the chair, Prof. 
Burgess introduced Prof. Giddings, whose 
paper presented reasons for thinkiag that 
the war with Spain was as inevitable as any 
event of nature, and an elaborate argu- 
ment in favor of the territorial expansion of 
the United States. 

Prof. Gid s gave some space to a de- 
nial of the ..#ertion that the war was 
brought on by jingoes and “yellow jour- 
nals,” or that it was merely an act of 
vengeance for the destruction of the Maine. 
After an examination of the forces of char- 
acter, temperament, idea, and passion that 
are working out the development of Ameri- 
can politics, the speaker said: 

* Little further argument is needed to 
show that the war with Spain was neither 
accidental nor merely a product of the 
machinations of self-loving politicians. The 
Cuban situation gave the American people 
the first apparently decent excuse for fight- 
ing that had been vouchsafed them since 
the civil war. That the sufferings of the 
Cuban population were real was beyond 
reasonable doubt. That the government of 


the island was thoroughly corrupt no one 
denied. That justice rad long been little 
more than a name was currently believed; 
and that years of bad government had cul- 
minated in a deliberate attempt to starve 
the reconcentrados was believed by prac- 
tically all those newspaper-reading Ameri- 
cans who ‘wd no exact knowledge of po- 
litical conditions beyond the borders of 
their commonwealth. All those feelings of 
mingled sympathy and anger which precip- 
itated the civil war were again awakened 
by the sufferings of Cuba. With hardly an 
exception the religious press insisted that 
it was the duty of America to intervene. 
Thus there existed that peculiar combina- 
tion of the moral forces of sympathy and 
conviction with the inherited love of dan- 
gerous enterprise which, as I have attempt- 
ed to show, must exist before the Ameri- 
can people will go to war, but which is 
practically certain, when it does exist, to be- 
get war.” 

In his argument for territorial expansion 
Prof. Giddings gave leading place to two 
economic questions. The first of these was 
the attempts of economists and business 
men for the establishment by our Govern- 
ment of a thoroughly sound monetary sys- 
tem, on a gold basis, in accord with the 
monetary systems of Great Britain, Ger- 
many, and other European nations. Said the 
speaker: 

“ Almost continuously since the unfortu- 
nate issue of the legal-tender paper cur- 
rency of the civil war they have been 
obliged to contend against the wildest an 
lar delusions about fiat money, State bank- 
ing, the free coinage of silver, and Govern- 
ment depositaries of farm products and 
chattels as security for loans. Whenever 
they have attempted to expose and destroy 
these delusions, they have been forced to 
show the intricate relations of domestic and 
foreign trade, and they have been met by 
an assertion which to the uneducated mind 
has seemed to have overwhelming weight— 
the assertion that the United States is a 
country big enough to have its own mone- 
tary system, no less than its own form of 
Government and its own protected manu- 
factures. ‘What have we to do with 
abroad?’ has been at once the argument, 
the cant, and the silencing retort of the 
politician and the untrained voter. If the 
Spanish war has accomplished nothing else 
that can be pronounced good, it has ap- 
parently created a notable popular willing- 
ness to have much to do henceforth with 
‘abroad.’ It has destroyed the good Amer- 
ican’s naive conyiction that he could never 
take any great interest in the politics or 
the comimerce of nations oversea. It has 
brought home to his imagination with gver- 
whelming vivedness the essential nearness 
of America, in these days of steam and 
electrical communication, to the coasts of 
Eurepe and of Asia. 

*“In the second place, our economists and 
business men have grappled somewhat less 
earnestly, and yet seriously, with the ques- 
tion of our trade policy. It has long been 
perfectly clear to the theoretical economist, 
anu for many years it has been evident to 
business men of the wider-visioned sort, 
that we cannot continue indefinitely to sac- 
rifice foreign trade to domestic industry to 
the extent that we contemplated in the war 
and McKinley tariffs. That American manu- 
factures were already, in many instances, 
outgrowing the home demand and, like our 
agricultural products, must have a foreign 
market, was becoming daily more obvious 
before the recent hostilities began. And 
yet it was not less evident that a strong 
and deep-rocted popular belief in the wis- 
dom and even necessity of high protection 
was still to be overcome before any great 
change in our trade policy could be ef- 
fected. * * *¢ 

“What was absolutely necessary to make 
the policy of trade expansion as popular as 
protection had been was some circumstance 
or train of events to bring the possibilities 
of foreign commerce before the popular 
imagination and to associate foreign trade 
with feelings of a more or less dramatic 
quality. It was not until a similar 2ppeal 
to imagination and to feeling was made in 
Engiand that the repeal of the cora iaws 
and tke gigantic expansion of Fngland’s 
forcign trade became possible. Th2re was 
never any good reason to suppose that a 
similar change could occur in the United 
States without a similar cause. That cause 
has row come into operation as a result of 
our brilliantly successful operations in Cuba 
and in the Far Bast. 
our history foreign trade has taken on color 
and acquired dramatic interest. * * * 


Never again will the protectionist be able to | 


address the same kind of an American mind 
as \n the past. Never again wiil he be able 
to pass off his highly colored pictures of 
prosperity under a McKinley tariff against 
a mere array of carefully constructed argu- 
ments directed upon him by the free trader. 
In coming days he must address himself to 
minds already filled with visions of dramat- 
ic ccmplications with foreign powers and of 
a prosperity based upon colonial posses- 
sions.’’ 

As to our great and growing trade with 
China, Prof. Giddings asserted that all his- 
tory points to the conclusion that in no way 
can we make our demand for greater (rade 
facilities in the East so effective as by 
maintaining our sovereignty over some ter- 
ritory, however small, in that quarter of 
the world, continuing as follows: 

‘“‘Tf we have possessions there, if we have 


difficulties and responsibilities to meet there, | 


our own attention will not be withdrawn 
from the opportunities there offered, and the 


Oriental powers will not themselves forg>t | 


our existence and our resources. In short, 


unless we are prepared to see the Oriental | 
slip out of our | 
are oblivious to the |

trade that we now enjoy 
hands, and unless we 
possibilities of its increase, we 
must retain possession of some territory in 
the Western Pacific. Possession of the 
Philippine Islands will afford us the exact 
sort of reason, or the exact kind of excuse, 
that will appeal to the Oriental mind and to 
the European powers when we are forced to 
protest against any policy of exclusiveness 
in that quarter of the world.” 

After speaking in favor of the develon- 
ment of the economic possibilities of the 
tropics, Prof. Giddings admitted the possi- 
bility that for years to come the Govern- 
ment off any island territories that we 
may annex will be corrupt, but said: 

“It is a commonplace of popular philosophy 
and a sound principle of statecraft that re- 
sponsibility ig «= powerful moralizing influ- 
ence, and that it often develops the high- 
est qualicies of character in men of whom 
little but evil has been anticipated. Some 
of the best administrations that our coun- 
try has enjoyed have been conducted by 
men who, before their assumption of the 
high duties of the Presidential office, were 
known only as machine politicians of the 
baser sort. Outlying possessions will com- 
pel us, as ncthing hitherto has done, to re- 
spect the opinions, the manners, and the 
interests of other nations. They will con- 
tinually imvolve us in complications from 
which we can hope to emerge unscathed 
only by the utmost exercise of tact and 
knowledge. They will enforce the steady 
improvement of our dipiomatie and consu- 
lar service. During the last six months the 
affairs of cur Department of State have 
been conducted by men who would not for 
a moment have been thought of for such 
services had not imperative necessity com- 
pelled the Administration to resort to ex- 
pert knowledge. Is it, then, fanciful to 
assume that our new possessions will, in the

long run, effectively demand appointments 
of the same high character?” 

The last consideration treated by Prof. 
Giddings was the friendly relations estab- 
lished. between the United States and Great 
Britain as an outcome of the Spanish war 
meg the necessity of their continuance. Said 

e: 

“Can any one look forward to the consol- 
idation of a Russian-Chinese empire with- 
out serious misgivings as to the future of 
those things that we are accustomed to re- 
gard as the essentials of civilization? Cer- 
tain it is that a gigantic struggle impends 
between that empire and the power from 
which we have derived our own civilization 
and institutions, and which to-day is our 
truest friend and strongest ally. In the 
broad sense, there ig from henceforth but 
One real political question before mankind. 
That question is, Are world politics to be 
dominated by En lish speaking people in 
the interest of an English civilization, with 
its principles of freedom, self-government, 
and opportunity for all, or by the Russian- 
Chinese combination, with its policy of ex- 
clusiveness and its tradition of irresponsi- 
ble authority? 

Let us not deceive ourselves with any 
notion that we can safely stand apart from 
this conflict. If we pursue a course so 
selfish and shortsighted, the probabilities 
are that both Great Britain and the United 
States will lose commercial opportunities, 
will sink to positions of secondary influ- 
ence, and will presently find themselves 
obliged to conform in all their policies to a 
power that will dominate international re- 
lations as temorselessly as did Caesar or 
Napoleon. If, on the contrary, we throw 
our energies into the struggle in alliance 
with Great Britain, we need have little 
fear that another thousand years of me- 
Giaevel night will fall upon the western

LONDON, Nov. 30,—At a banquet tendered 
him at Edinburgh last evening Gen. Lord 
Kitchener, in responding to a toast to his 
health, explained his plans for the Gordon 
Memorial College at Khartoum, and made 
a dramatic appeal for funds with which to 


found and maintain the institution. He 
asked also for help from the “ people of the 
great English-speaking, sister ation of 
America.”’ 

The Earl of Rosebery, ex-Liberal Premier, 
who was at the banquet, indorsed the proj- 
ect.

CZAR’S REPLY TO THE SULTAN. 


He Says Turkey’s Rights Wil Be Safe- 
guarded in Crete, 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 29.—The Czar 
of Russia has replied to the Sultan’s tele- 
gram of Nov, 26, in which the latter urged 
the Czar to abandon his intention of sending 


Prince George of Greece to Crete as High 
Commissioner of the powers. 

He declares that the friendly sentiments 
of Russia toward Turkey are unchanged, 
and while Prince George is going to Crete 
as Commissioner of the four powers, the 
Sultan’s rights of sovereignty will be safe- 
guarded. 


THE EXPULSION FROM PRUSSIA. 


Strong Protest Made and Retaliation 
Threatened by Austria. 


VIENNA, Nov. 29.—In the Reichsrath to- 
day, the Premier and Minister of the In- 
terior, Count Thun-Hohenstein, replying to 
an interpellation on the subject of the ex- 


pulsion of Austrians from Prussia, said 
that while there was undeniable severity in 
the action of the Prussian authorities, it 
could not be described as a flagrant viola- 
tion of the principles of intern&tional law. 
Nevertheless, he added, the Forei Office 
had strongly protested against the steps 
taken by the Prussian officials, and the as- 
surances of the Berlin Cabinet warranted 
the hope that greater consideration will be 
shown to Austrians. 

But, said the Premier in conclusion, 
should this expectation not be fulfilled the 
Government will not hesitate to energet- 
ically protect the rights of Austrians, and, 
if necessary, adopt retaliatory measures, 


SUTHERLAND JEWEL ROBBERY. 


Found On the Men Caught in 
London Identified. 


LONDON, Nov. 29.—The two men arrested 
here yeSterday, who-had in their possession 
a considerable quantity of the jewelry 
stolen from the Dowager Duchess of Suth- 


erland early last month, on board a train 
running between Paris and Calais, give 
their names as Johnson and Lippmann. 
They were arraigned in the West London 
Police Court to-day and remanded. 

The police say that £5,000 ($25,000) worth 
of the stolen jewels, most of which had 
been reset, have been recovered. The 
Duchess identified the articles found in the 
possession of the prisoners. The total 
amount of the jewelry stolen on the train 
was £30,000, ($150,000,) and among the ar- 
ticles was a necklace valued at £22,000, 
($116,000, ) 

The chief prisoner, Johnson, is known to 
the police as ‘Harry the Valet,’”’ and is 
considered to be one of the cleverest jewel- 
ry thieves in Europe.

NORTHWEST’S DIVIDEND. 


Chicago and Northwestern Directors met 
yesterday and, as forecast in. THE NEW 
YorkK Timps, declared the regular semi-an- 
nual 2% per cent.. dividend on the common 
stock. Long cherished hopes that the 
Northwest rate would at this meeting be 
advanced to 6 and even 7 per cent. per an- 
num were thus crushed. 

Recent semi-official statements regarding 
the Northwest dividend have been to the 
effect that there would be no advance in 
the rate, but yet throughout Wall Street 
there has been confidence that refused to 


be shaken that Northwest would be put up- 
on a better dividend basis, and thereon was 
based a rather extensive speculative long 
interest in the stock. When the disappoint- 
ing news came yesterday, the support which 
Northwest has recently enjoyed was natur- 
ally withdrawn, and as a result the stock 
seld down close to 139 and closed within a 
fraction of its low figure, showing a net 
loss of between 1 and 2 points for the day. 
After the dividend declaration, about the 
only demand for the stock came from some 
few traders who were short of it, antici- 
pating no increased dividend. A general 
disposition seemed to develop to point out 
that Northwest, a 5 per cent. stock at 139, 
was rather high, especially when compared 
with St. Paul at 115 and Pennsylvania 
around 120, both standard 5 per cent. divi- 
dend payers. 

Omaha naturally sympathized with North- 
west yesterday, and sold down below 86. 
The failure of Northwest’s Directors to in- 
crease the dividend on that stock was taken 
as an indication that the 2 per cent. rate 
on Omaha will be maintained in a like 
manner. 


SUGAR TRUST’S BUOYANCY. 


Sugar Trust was a feature of yesterday’s 
market. It eclipsed all other stocks in 
activity and, at one time, in buoyancy. The 
up-turn in Sugar was said to have been 
started by an order to buy 10,000 shares, 
placed by a recently formed pool whose 
members calculated on making a two-point 
turn by “‘running in” the big short inter- 
est in the stock. The pool’s success was 


far beyond its anticipations. Instead of 
stopping at 124 or 124%, which were the 
pool’s high figures, Sugar Trust was car- 
ried up to 127 by what seemed to be a ver- 
itable stampede of the short interest. The 
pool got much hicher prices for its stock 
than it anticipated, for there were found 
stop orders in something like 25,000 shares 
upon which it had not figured. These stop 
orders were partially satisfied by the pool’s 
sales, and after they were all executed, 
Sugar Trust settled back again and finished 
the day close to 124. Close observers of 
the market were last night inclined to think | 
that the short interest in Sugar Trust had 
been pietty well eliminated.

WEST CHICAGO STREET RAILWAY. 


La Salle Street is beginning to get the 
notion. writes a Chicago authority, that 
the franchise-extension ordinances for the 
street railroads are things of reasonable 
certainty, and this is said merely as re- 
flecting the belief in market circles. In 
consequence of such belief, brokers, of 


course. give customers different advice 
from that which they would under other 
circumstances. However that may be,, it 
is certainly believed that West Chicago, 
with its franchise extended, would, on a 
5 .per cent. basis, be in a more favorable 
position than it is now. The earning power 
of the property.has been frequently point- 
ed out, and this*is continually emphasized 
by the increase in receipts shown from 
week to week over corresponding weeks 
in 1897, although there has been an increase 
of 50 per cent. in elevated traffic from the 
same territory since the Union loop was 
started. 


AS TO UNION PACIFIC, 


The movement just inaugurated in the 
Union Pacific securities is exactly what has 
for some time past been anticipated by the 
people who are the best posted regarding 
the company’s affairs and its future earn- 
ing possibilities. While much of the advance 
is undoubtedly due to pool buying—and the 

pool is said to be a very strong one—the 
present inherently strong position of the 
property is also largely responsible for it. 
President Burt’s businesslike policy has ac- 
complished wonders for the road since the 
reorganization was perfected. His system 
of trimming expenses has been judicious, 
while it has been far-reaching. And with 
these things has come to the system its full 
share of the prosperity that has extended 
of late all over the West, and that has been 
peculiarly beneficial to the large railway 
systems. So that the road now finds itself 
in an exceptionally strong position, under a 
conservative management, with the operat- 
ing cost materially reduced and with its 
revenue steadily growing. It has already 

taken in under its control several of the 
lines that were lost to it during the receiv- 
ership and reorganization period, and it is 
planning to take in more in the near future. 
These lines will be helpful to it in the mat- 
ter of revenue as well as securing for it the 
old-time connections and alliances. The re- 
cently reported differences with the North- 
ern Pacific people regarding territorial 
rights have been greatly exaggerated, and 
such trouble as existed has, it is claimed, 
been adjusted. The property 1s now report- 
ed to be earning not only the full 4 per 
cent. on its preferred stock, but at the rate 
of 6 per cent. on the common stock. The se 
are the things that have recently attracted 
the attention of large investment and specu- 
lative interests, and it is because of these 
| things, now coming to be well appreciated, 
that the present demand for the securities 
has grown up and a resultant advance in 
the same is being recorded.—Boston Jour- 


nal. 


All of the Pacific stocks suffered from | 


liquidation yesterday. Union Pacific’s big 
gain in net earnings for October was a bull 
influence on those stocks, but heavy sales of 
both common and preferred by recent buy- 
ers brought about declines in them. The 


preferred got down close to 69 after having 
sold at 70%, and the common sold at 38% 
after having been within a fraction of 40. 
The Northern Pa¢é¢ifics both lost fractions 
for the day, there being especially heavy 
selling of the common stock in the last hour.

LONDON’S HEAVY TRADING. 


London’s operations in this market yester- 
day were again on an extensive scale, but 
were yaried in character. The arbitrage 
house both bought and sold stocks, reflect- 
ing a disposition among some speculative 
interests abroad to take profits in view of 
the final favorable disposition of the Phil- 
ippine matter. Yet of some stocks, notably 
St. Paul, Atchison preferred, and Southern 


Railway preferred, the foreign houses 
bought aggressively. London’s attitude, in 
fact, was much as had been expected by 
Wall Street men familiar with the foreign 
markets. They looked to see the disposition 
of. the Spanish question bring about re- 
newed foreign investment buying of Ameri- 
can securities, but they also expected heavy 
liquidation of. the international stocks st 
London speculative interests, who are now 
inclined to look for a set-back in Ameri- 
cans because of the approaching convening 
of Congress. 


THE ALTON DEAL. 


It is reported that Senator Brice’s prop- 
ositions to Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf 
interests to include in their Chicago and Al- 
ton deal his Lake Erie and Western prop- 
erty have been turned down and that the 


Alton deal will go through—if it does go 
through—without considering Lake Erie and 
Western.

$35,000,000, 


THE SOUTHWESTERN STOCKS. 


Again yesterday there was activity and 
buoyancy among Southwestern securities. 
Missouri Pacific, which heretofore has not 
shown much disposition to join in the ad- 
vance, became suddenly active and strong, 
selling up to 38%, higher than it has sold 
since last August. Nearly 40,000 shares of 
the stock changed hands. Much of the buy- 
ing was attributed to interests close to the 
management of the property. 

The steady increases in earnings being 
made by roads of the Southwest have 
brought these stocks into popular favor, and 
recently there has been steady buying of 
excellent character of all of them. Texas 
Pacific, St. Louis and San Francisco first 
and second preferred, Southern Pacific, and 
others of the group seem now to have more 
friends in Wall Street—at least more active 
friends—than for a long while. 


MANHATTAN’S FIRMNESS. 
Manhattan Elevated, upon which all Wall 
Street seems to be bearish and against 
which a great deal of persistent professional 
hammering is directed, has developed sur- 


prising powers of resistance. Yesterday, al- 
thoug kept under pressure constantly, 
Manhattan did not get below 96%, and 
closed at 97. The professional contingent is 
openly bearish on the stock, and apparently 
the short interest in it is getting unwieldy. 


THE HUNTINGTON SHARES. 


Those stocks with which Mr. Collis P. 
Huntington’s name is conspicuously identi- 
fied, and upon which Wall Street for quite 
a while past has looked askance, are com- 
ing to the fore again and are winning new 
friends throughout the Street. Central Pa- 


cific, Southern Pacific, and Pacific Mail have 
been conspicuously active and strong in the 
market recently, and among the speculative 
contingent there is quite a marked bullish 
feeling on them. Wall Street gossip prom- 
ises developments in all of the Huntington 
properties, and it is predicted that they are 
to become market leaders in the near fut- 
ure.

THE CORN SITUATION, 


If navigation keeps open a fortnight 
longer the public stock of corn may be down 
to 5,000,000 bushels. There is the possibility 
that the cheap rail rates east bound may 
keep the grain moving out almost as fast as 
it comes in, even after the lakes are closed. 
The farmer makes the price of corn; the 
speculator attempts to settle the matter 
every now and then, but he soon finds him- 
self helpless if the Western grower is in the 
mood to sell. If the West can find a higher 
market at home than at Chicago that fact 
soon makes itself felt in the pit. The un- 
certainty now is ag to how freely the West 
will ship from its pew crop. Receipts as 
small as the present are, all through De- 
eember, would pretty ‘surely start an 
advance. This cold weather’ should 
clear up some of the doubtful points. 
It will increase the Western consumption. 
A week of such temperature will make it 

ssible for the West to ship new grain if 
fh wants to. Most corn people believe the 
1898 crop will average better than present 
figures. If they are careful of their reputa- 
tion they are, however, very chary about 
predicting when the advance will start. The 

rice now is not an exceptionally low one. 
Whe present bull leader used to say thirty- 
five-cent corn at Chicago in these days of 
very low freight rates was equivalent to 
forty-cent corn up to five years ago. The 
sensational development will probably come 
in March, when the Government makes its 
announcement ag to reserves. The Novem-

The Fire Insurance Tariff 
act toes Committee will 


The Newark Committee of the Fire tn- 
G@erwriters’ Association has made an appeal 
to certain fire insurance companies to re 
vive their membership in the board. ‘The 
appeal is based upoh thé ground that the 
co-operation of these companies is essential 
if rates are to be preserved. 


_ The New York managers of several prom- 
inent fire insuranee companies commented 
strongly yesterday upon the action of two 
English companies; which wrote at a cut 
rate over the heads of the local agents the 
insurance schedule, covering the entire 
property of the Roman Catholic Church in 
that part of the State of Massachusetts 
west of Worcester. 


The Supreme Court of the State of Georei: 
has handed down a decision to the effect 
that a coinsurance clause in a fire insur- 
ance policy is not a violation of the State 
law, requiring that ‘all insurance com- 
panies sha:! pay the full amount of insur- 
ance expressed in the policy” and pro- 
viding. further,. that ‘all stipulations in 
such policies to the contrary shall be null 
and void” 


At the regular meeting of the Executive 
Cor mittee of the Suburban Fire Under- 
writers’ “Association yesterday it was prac- 
tically decided to make a reduction in the 
rates upon the preferred protected busi- 
ness. he members were. non-committal 
in regard to their action, but it was learned 
that the probable result of the promulga- 
tion of new rates will be the destruction of 
the profit upon preferred business. 

It was revorted yesterday that William 
Gow, the United States manager of the 
marine branch of the London. ASssuraiice 
Corporation, had resigned, to become the 
home office underwriter of the Union Ma- 
rine Insurance Company of Liverpool. Mr. 
Gow declined to say anything relative to 
the report beyond the statement that he 
would not deny it. It is understood that 
the change now. planned will not go irito 
effect for several months: 


The Executive Committee of the New 
England Insurance Exchange has complet- 
ed an important report in regard to fire 
insurance rates, applicable to the New Hng- 
land States. which will be acted upon by 
the Exchange at a meeting on Dec. 10. 
The report recommends that rates be based 
upon the prestimption of no coinsurance, 
with allowances for the tise of the clause. 
It also favcred a general reduction in rates, 
becausé of the low loss ratio of the com- 
panies. It is estimated that the reduc- 
‘tions, whicn will be adjusted by classes, 
will average from 5 to 7% per cent.

STILL AGAINST FOUR TRACKS. 


Amsterdam Avenue Property Owners 
Hope to See an Agreement Between 
Rival Railway Companies. 


Conferences between representatives of 
the Amsterdam Avenue property owners 
and the counsel of the Third Avenue Rail- 
road Company were held yesterday with 
the purpose of effecting an amicable agree- 
ment between the two interests regarding 
the proposed substitution of electricity 
for horse power by the line of street 
railway in that avenue controlied by the 
Third Avenue Company. The Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, of which Thomas Fulton is Chair- 
man, has not receded from its opposition 
to the operation of four sub-trolley tracks 
in Amsterdam Avenue, but they entertain 
a hope that an arrangement may be made 
whereby the Metropolitan Company’s elec- 
tric equipment in that thoroughfare may 
be used jointly by the Metropolitan and 
Third Avenue Company’s lines.

—Charles Bauer, in July, 1890, loaned

Appellate Division has affirmed judgment 
below in favor of the plaintiff. Justice Pat- 
terson, giving the opinion, held that there 
was a waiver of the right to surrender the 
policy, based upon the continued efforts of 
Mrs. Lissner to get the money from her 
brother-in-law in Washington, or the dis- 
posing of another policy and application of 
its proceeds tio the payment of the loan 
from the Bauers. The Court held there was 
no question of tender involved in the case. 
The pledgee sold the property, notwith- 
standing the waiver, and there was no di- 
rect tender to him necessary. ‘‘ If we should 
limit the recovery to the surrender value, it 
would simply be adding the sanction of the 
Court to the unauthorized surrender and 
make it valid. Here was a contract of in- 
surance upon the life of a man then suf- 
fering from an incurable disease, and who 
died within six months after the contract 
was @Gestroyed by the wrongful act of 
Charles Bauer’s agent. It is impossible to 
reinstate that contract. The insurance com- 
pany was not bound to reinstate it, and the 
necessary consequences of the surrender was 
the loss of the whole amount of the insur- 
ance, over and above the debt due to 
Bauer.”

BASEBALL PLAYING ON SUNDAY.—Lodowick 
H. Jones, a citizen and taxpayer of the City 
of Buffalo; applied to the Fourth Appellate 
Division, under a provision of the city char- 
ter, for the removal of Charles A. Rupp and 
others, Police Commissioners, for their fail- 
ure to prevent the playing of games of 
baseball on Sunday. The Court held, per 
curiam, that under the provisions of the 
Penal Code prohibiting ‘ public sports” 
upon the first day of the week, and Section 
177 of the Code of Civil Procedure, author- 
izing a police officer without a warrant to 
arrest a person for a crime committed or 
attempted in his presence, it was the duty 
of the Commissioners whose attention was 
called to the matter to suppress Sunday 
baseball games and to arrest the parties 
engaging in such sport. A failure on their 
part to so act was held not to be excused 
by the fact that, in their opinion, an arrest 
should not be made unless a warrant was 
issued. But it being found that the Com- 
missioners acted in good faith and without 
any intention of violating the law, the Court 
considered that it would not remove them, 
but would permit them to continue in office 
with a plain admonition, however, as to 
their duties in the future.

DEFECT IN A BRIDGE APPROACH.—Minnie 
M. Allen received severe injuries because of 
a defect in an approach to a bridge in the 
town of Allen, Allegany County, N. Y., 
whereby she was thrown from a buggy in 
which she was riding. On the trial of her 
action against the town to recover damages 
one of the contested questions was whether 
the town had had constructive notice of the 
alleged defect. The court refused to charge 


that, if the defect in the bridge existed for 
such a length of time that the predecessor 
of the Highway Commissioner in office at 
the time the accident occurred ought to 
know of its existence, there would be suffi- 
cient notice thereof to the defendant. The 
Fourth Appefiate Division has directed a 
new trial on plaintiff’s appeal from a ver- 
diet for the defendant, holding that this 
was error, that it was the Commissioner 
who received the notice, and not the indi- 
vidual. 


JURYMAN HELD FOR BURGLARY. 


When Arraigned He Begs to be Ex- 
cused to Go to Duty.

DR. BRIGGS’S CHAIR FILLED 


Dr. Thomas Hall to Teach Ethics 
in Union Seminary. 





WAS DR. BRIGGS’S SUPPORTER 


His Doctrinal Record Made a Call to 
the Fifth Avenue Church 
Seem Undesirable. 


The Rev. Dr. Thomas Hail will not suc- 
ceed his father, the late Rev. Dr. John Hall, 
as pastor ot the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, Dr. Thomas Hall yesterday accept- 
ed the Chair of Christian Ethics in the 
Union Theological Seminary, which was va- 
cated by the Rev. Dr. Charles A. Briggs. 
Dr. Hall was favored by many of his 
father’s parishioners, but others were not 
satisfied with his expressions anent the ac- 
cepted dogmas of the Church, 

When the Briggs controversy was at its 
height Dr. Thomas Hall was prominent 
among the supporters of Dr. Briggs. In 
many sermons as weil as in writings to the 
religious press, Dr, Hall defended Dr. 
Briggs’s exposition of doctrine. His out- 
spoken sympathy for Dr. Briggs caused 
some resentment, and he waged many con- 
troversies with theological writers, both 
in this country and in England. 

Dr. Hall’s succession to the pulpit of the 
Fifth Avenue Church was suggested imme- 
diately after the death of his father, but 
strong opposition developed because of his 
doctrinal record and the subject was 
dropped. It is said the name of a clergyman 
in the nortnern part of the State is now 
being seriously considered. 

Dr. Hall was graduated from Princeton 
University in the class of 1879. He matricu- 
lated in Union Seminary, and eventually be- 
came the pastor of a church in South Chi- 
cago. His usefulness as a pastor having 
been demonstrated by two years of success- 


ful work, he was called to the pastorate of 
a prominent church on the north side of the 
city, and speedily became aé_e recognized 
leader in the Presbytery of Chicago. Three 
years ago Dr Hall’s health failed, and he 
was compellec to take a vacation in Eu- 


rope. 

Br. Hall is now about forty years old. 
He is an earnest student and a preacher of 
undenied eloquence. His theological re- 
searches have attracted the attention of the 
leading men in his Church, and his ac- 
eeptance of the Chair of Christian Ethics 
has greatly vleased the officers and friends 
of Union Seminary. Thies position will bring 
to Dr. Hall a yearly salary of $4,000. 


DR. COE NO LONGER PASTOR. 


He Will Now Supervise All City Dutch 
Reformed Churches. 


The Rev. Dr, Edward B. Coe, who has 
been the pastor of the Collegiate Church at 
Forty-eighth Street and Fifth Avenue since 
May 7, 1897, has been relieved of the active 
pastorate by the Consistory of the Dutch 
Reformed Church. The action of the Con- 
sistory was taken Monday night, and Dr. 
Coe concurred in the movement. He is 
the senior minister of the Reformed Church, 
and practically the executive head of it. 

When seen at his home, 42 West Fifty- 
second Street, last night, Dr. Coe said that 
he was the only senior minister of the 
church who had been placed in active charge 
of a congregation, and that he and the Con- 
sistory had found it would be better to have 
the usefulness of the senior minister un- 
checked by the time demands necessarily 
made on him as an active pastor. He said 
several names had been mentioned as his 
possible successor, but no steps had been 
taken in regard to selecting one of them. 

The Reformed Protestant Dutch Church 
of the City of New York embraces four 
churches and five chapels, all of which the 
senior minister supervises. 

The rumor that there had been any mis- 
understanding between Dr. Coe and his con- 
gregation ts said to be without foundation, 
both by Dr. Coe himself and the clerk of 
the corporation, Charles Stewart Phillips,

BIG BIDS FOR CITY BONDS. 


Thirty-nine Offers Made for Part or 
All of the Issue of $1,725,000. 


Bids for $1,725,000 of 3% per cent. gold 
bonds of the city were opened in the Con- 
troller’s office yesterday afternoon. Thirty- 
nine bids were received, amounting in the 
aggregate to $24,167,000. Nearly all of the 
principal bond houses and a number of 
banks and individual ‘bidders were repre- 
sented at the sale, and Controller Coler was 
pleased by the number and size of the bids.

TO PRESERVE HISTORIC OBJECTS. 


Anxiety for City Hall Tablets and Cen. 
tral Park Blockhouse. 


At a meeting of the Trustees of the So- 
ciety for the Preservation of Scenic and 
Historic places and Objects held yesterday 
in the office of the President, Andrew H. 
Green, Edward Hagaman Hall, the society’s 
Secretary, said that there were in the top 
course of the toping of the southern front 
of the City Hall two marble slabs, each 
about 9 feet long, 15 inches wide and 6 
inches thick, one inscribed with the names 
of Aldermen Morss, Fish, and Douglass and 
Messrs. Waldron and Lawrence as_ the 
Building Committee; the other with the 
names of the architect, John McComb, Jr., 
and the master workmen.

A resolution was passed asking the city 
authorities to renovate the interior of the 
blockhouse in Central Park, construct a 
suitable glass and iron roof for illumination, 
and intrust the structure to the care of the 
society. 


AN OLD SHOEMAKER DEAD. 





Mahoney Once Numbered Among His 
Customers Many Prominent Men. 


Cornelius Mahoney, an old shoemaker, 
was found dead yesterday morning in the 
shop of Christopher Gibbons, at 177 Seventh 
Avenue. Death was due to heart disease. 
Mahoney came here from Ireland thirty- 
five years ago, and went to work for his 
brother Thomas, who from 1854 until four 
years ago kept a shop in Hudson Street. 
The Mahoneys were once known as the best 
shoemakers in New York. This was during 
the days when a pair of shoes was not made 
for less than $15 to $20. 

He made shoes for many men prominent 


in local ard National affairs, but after a 
time. business became poor, and he was 
forced to do odd jobs here and there. On 
Monday night he made one of a merry 
party at the shop of Christopher Gibbons, 
and during the early morning hours he 
was allowed to go to sleep in the shop. 
When Givbons returned at 8 o’clock yes- 
terday morning he found Mahoney lying 
dead. Mahoney was fifty-eight years old 
and unmarried.
